_ AND FRANCE RETALIATES 
BY SEVERING RELATIONS 
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As Constans Was Leaving He 
Was Importuned by the 
Sultan To Remain, 


DISRUPTION OF TURKEY 
MAY RESULT FROM CLASH 


Feared in Official Circles That 
France’s Action Means Dissolu- 
tion of Concert of Powers 
in Regard to Ottoman 
Empire. 
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Paris, August 27.—A semi-official note 
has been issued announcing that the porte 
not having carried out its undertakings 
with regard to the disputed questions be- 
tween the French and Ottoman govern- 
ments, M. Constans, the French ambas- 
sador, acting under instructions from the 
foreign minister of France, left Constan- 
tinople August 26, the date named in his 
last communication to the porte on the 
subject. 

AB arrangement. had been effected Au- 
@ust 17, and its terms drafted by the Otto- 
man foreign minister, with the approval 
of the sultan, who had promised M. Con- 
stans that the text should be handed to 
him August 18. M. Constans telegraphed 
to Paris August 19 that none of the 
promises had been fulfillea. and M. Del- 
casse, minister of foreign affairs, August 
21 telegraphed M. Constans that in view 
of so flagrant a disregard of the under- 
takinee the negotiations could no longer 
be continued and requested M. Constans 


to inform the porte that he had received | 


orders to leave Constantinople. 

On August 23, M. Constans commun!- 
cated with the porfe, fixing August 26 as 
the date for his departure, and as the 
engagements were still unkept, M. Con- 
Stang left Constantinople August 26. 

With the departure of M. Constans the 
relations between France and Turkey may 
be regarded as broken off. Munir Bey. 
the Turkish ambassador to France, ‘thus 
been telegraphed not to return to Paris. 


Sultan Begged Him To Return. 


The correspondent of the Assvuclated 
Press was informed today from the best 
sources that the departure of M. Cot- 
stans from Constantinople, in the circum- 
stances, ig tantamount to a partial rup- 
ture of Franco-Turkish relations. Munir 
Bey. who is in Switzerland, will be in- 
formed, as set forth in the semi-official 
note issued this morning, that the 
French government does not desire him 
to return to Paris. The current affairs 
of the two embassies can be carried on 
by the charges, but all negotiations uf a 
political nature will be entirely suspended 
until the sultan yields to the French de- 
mands. The French government holds 
that the sultan has broken his word. He 
had promised full payment of the long 
standing indemnities to the Frenchmen, 
amounting to 12,000,000 francs, but at the 
end of last week declined to pay the full 
amount and offered a reduced sum, which 
was refused by M. Constans, who waited 
until yesterday and then departed. The 
sultan made a final attempt to induce 
him to stay. M. Constans had left Thera. 
pia on board the Vautuur for Stamboul, 
where he was to take the Orient express, 
A court chamberlain arrived at Stam- 
boul in post haste from the sultan, beg- 
ging M. Constans to return to Therapia 
and promising that everything would be 
satisfactorily settled. M. Constans de- 
clined to return, declaring the time for 
promises was past, and that it was for 
tne sultan to fulfill his undertakings... 

The French government will take no 
further steps in the matter, but will wait 
for the sultan to move. It is thought the 
sultan will not allow the present situation 
to last very long. 

Position of Affairs Stated. 


Constantinople, August 27.—Monday, 
August 26: The following was the posi- 
tion of affairs immediately preceding the 
departure of the French ambassador, M. 
Constans: 

‘The Turkish government was showing 
a disposition to regad the French de- 
mands as settled by the irade relating 
to the quays and the Albanign land 
seizures. The French embassy, in order 
to prevent a misunderstanding, wrote to 
Tewfik Pasha, the minister of foreign 
affairs, yesterday that France, in addi- 
tion, expected the settlement of the two 
other claims included in the demands 
made August 11 and that unless they 
were conceded before noon M. Constans 
would leave, and Munir Bey, the Turkish 
ambassador to France, would receive his 
passports. Instead of yielding, the Turk- 
ish government asked for twenty-four 
hours’ delay and made alternative prop- 
ositions which were so unacceptable that 
M. Constans did not reply to them.”’

Washington, August 27.—It is feared in 
official circles here that the withdrawal 
of the French ambassador from Constan- 
tinople marks the dissolution of the con- 
cert of\_European powers under which 
the integrity of Turkey was guaranteed.

Payment of Revenue Vax by 
Dispensaries |. Fought 
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WATTER IS BEFORE YERKES 


Additional Brief Is Filed by Attor- 
ney for South Carolina with the 
Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment—Features of the 
Brief. 


Washington, August 27.—Franklin K. 
Mackey, attorney for South Carolina in 
the claims for rebate of wholesale and 
retail liquor ‘licenses paid by the South 
Carolina dispensary, today filed an ad- 
ditional brief with Mr. Yerkes, the com- 
missioner of internal revenue. The posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Mackey is that, inde- 
pendently of the constitutional question 
in the case, the revenue laws’.of the 
United States have no application what- 
ever to the dispensaries. The aispensary 
system, it is claimed, is a state institu- 
tion, and being such, is not taxable under 
the revenue laws. 

Reference is made to the section of the 
revenue law under which retail liquor 
dealers are taxable and Mr. Mackey con- 
tends that the supreme court has held 
that the word ‘‘person’’ mentioned in the 
law does not include a state. The dis- 
pensaries, he holds, are state institutions, 
and he says the taxes, if payable at all, 
are payable by the state, which he con- 
tends is not liable to pay such a tax. Mr. 
Mackey further insists that ewen if con- 
gress had intended to include a state 
within the provisions of the revenue law 
such intention would have been futile, 
because ever since the days of Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall it has been held by the su- 
preme court in repeated decisions that 
the federal government has no more 
power to tax a state institution than the 
state has to tax an institution of the fed- 
eral government. 


BANKS SUED BY GOVERNMENT 


To Recover on Pension Checks Taken 
for Colféction. 


Boston, August 27.—Acting under in- 
structions from the treasury department, 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney John H. Casey today brought suit 
in the United States circuit court against 
six national banks of this city to recover 
on pension checks taken by them for col- 
lection. 

The sums for which the banks are sued 
range from $7,000 down a sliding scale. 
The allegation is that the banks have 
paid fraudulent pension vouchers after 
having drawn upon the subtreasury in 
this city for the amount. The suits are 
the outcome of the arrest and conviction 
of W. A, Munson, who died recently in 
the Rhode Island state prison. Munson 
was sentenced to ten years for unlaw- 
fully making false certificates on pen- 
sion vouchers and for fraudulent indorse- 
ments. As the collections were made 
through the Boston banks, the United 
States government decided to bring suit 
against them for the recovery of the 
full amount.

EXPERT DIVER CALLED

Encased in Diving Suit He Works in | 


the Flood of Petroleum and It

Finally Stop Its 
Flow. 


Beaumont, Tex., August ‘27.—The Pal- 
estine-Beaumont well is still spouting a 
stream of petroleum as high as the top of 
the 70-foot derrick, and it has added the 
life of another man to its achievements 
of destruction, making a total of three 
fatalities. James Smith and John Mc- 
Daniel were drowfted in oil last night, but 
their fate was unheeded by Peter Gal- 
lagher and two companions, about 2 
o’clock this morning. Gallagher went to 
his death in the fatal spray of gas and 
oil, while his two companions were bare- 
ly rescued alive. 

Just what prompted them to go into 
the spray is not known, though it is 
thought they were attempting to shut the 
well off. Some one saw the men go into 
the spray of oil and gas and gave the 
alarm. Gallagher’s companions were 
dragged out and were finally restored to 
consciousness. 

F. W. Chase, an expert submarine diver, 
came in from Galveston this morning, 
bringing a diving suit with him. He 
came in answer to a telegram from the 
owners of the well. He found no diffi- 
culty in staying the spray while incased 
in his diving suit, but he had to work 
slowly. 

At 7 o’clock this evening the pipe had 
been raised sufficiently to permit the un- 
screwing of a joint. This will be done 
early in the morning. and it is believed 
that the well will then be closed without 
difficulty. 


LITTLE HEIRESS IS KIDNAPED. 


Margaret Lyler Stolen fr6m Home by 
Unknown Person. 

Chicago, August 27.—Margaret Lyler, 
7-year-old and reputed to be heiress to

OUTLOOK IS GLOOMY IN CHINA. 


Foreign Interests Worse Off Than

London, August 27.—Byron Brennan.

He was detailed to duty in 
the office of the judge advocate general 
and later resigned to practice law. 

Sampson To Accuse Schley. 

The navy department today, through 
Captain Lemly, the judge advocate of 
the court of inquiry, supplied counsel for 
Admiral Schley with a tentative list of 
witnesses to be called before the court by 
the government. It is understood that it 
contains, and in fact is headed by the 
name of Read Admiral Sampson. It is 
stated that the list is by no means com- 
plete. Some of the witnesses named mav 
not be called, while on the other hand not 
only may the government add to the list, 
but Admiral Schley’s counsel are at lib- 
erty to suggest additional names.

While Mr. Brown states that he is a 
candidate, he will not begin an active 
canvass until his term as president of 
the State Agricultural Society shall ex- 
pire, and until he begins an active can- 
vass he will not resign the office of rail- 
road commissioner. 

Mr. Brown states that he will be the 
“candidate of no clique or combination” 
and that he proposes to proclaim his con- 
victions upon all questions that affect 
the public welfare. In regard to the liquor 
question he will favor “local option as 
the wisest solution.”’ 

Mr. Brown's announcement is 
lows: 

“I am a candidate for governor. I de- 
clined to stand for reelection to the 
presidency. of the State Agricultural 5So- 
ciety for the reason that I did not wisa 
to mix politics with the society. My 
friends thoroughly understood this and 
approve my course. My term as presi- 
dent will expire early in the coming year 
and before the active campaign will be- 
gin. 

“When in my judgment the proper time 
has arrived for me to enter upon an ac- 
tive, personal canvass for the nomina- 
tion I shall at once tender to the gover- 
nor my resignation as a member of the 
railroad commission, for 1 certainly can- 
not properly discharge my duties as com- 
missioner while engaged in a _ political 
campaign. I shall go before the people 
of the state as the candidate of no clique 
or combination. I shall proclaim hon- 
estly my convictions upon all questions 
that affect the public welfare and shail 
appeal to the people for support. 

‘L’pon the liquor question I am in favor 
of local option as the wisest solution of 
this matter. My record for the past fif- 
teen years will prove this. This record 
upon this question I could not change if [

could.’”’ 


MERRIMAN HELD BY BRITISH. 


Afrikander Bund Has 
Given Offense. 


Cape Town, August 2.—J. X. Merri- 
man, the parliamentary leader of the Af- 
rikander Bund, has been arrested on a 
farm near Kellenbosch. He has been given 
his parole on a promise not to leave the 
farm. 

London, August 27.—Mr. Merriman, 
whose arrest is announced from Cape 
Town, recently visited England and urged 
in speeches and interviews a conciliatory 
policy toward the Boers. In a letter to a 
friend, treating of martial law at the 
cape, dated at Stellenbosch August 16, 
and published here today, Mr. Merriman 
says: 

“Public meetings are forbidden by mili- 
tary force. Recently a member of parlia- 
ment living 3) miles from Cape Town, 
who had a few men to see him, was haul- 
ed before a military tribunal, At another 
place a man was deposed because he 
wanted to join the town guard. 

‘T, crowd all our parliament, where 
the voice of the people should be heard 
in a legitimate, responsible fashion, is 
suapended contrary to law. The adminis- 
tration of the whole country is carried 
on by. means of the illegitimate issue 
of public money. You gag a man, and 
because he does not make his voice heard, 
you declare he ts contented with his lot.’ 

Lord Kitchener, in a dispatch from 
Pretoria today, says: 

“A convoy on its way from Kimberly to 
Griquatown was attacked near Rool 
Kopje. The attack was driven off by 
Captain Humby’s escort of the Seventy. 
fourth Imperial Yeomanry, who lost $& 
men killed and had 23 wounded. The 
convoy was brought tn safely.

ferlin. August 27.—In view of the fact’ 
that the explatory mission of Prnce Chun, 
brother of the emperor of China, was one 
of the conditions of peace embodied in the 
demands of the powers, the interruption 
of the journey of Prince Chun, who is 
now in Basel, Switzerland, has created 
considerable comment. The excuse of 
sickness is nowhere entertained serious- 
ly. Taken in conjunction with the sudden 
detention in ShNnghai of the expiatory 
mission to Japan, it is believed to indicate 
fresh complications with reference to the 
signing of the protocol in Pekin.

row a revolver from Judge Balkcom, 
saying that he would kill Clayton on 
sight. Judge Balkcom refused to let 

Stubbs have a revolver, and Stubbs went 

away. 

It is learned that Stubbs, the father 
6f the girl whom it is alleged was as- 
saulted, found Clayton and made this 
charge against him and Clayton made 
his escape and has not been seen since, 
so far as is known. 

The alleged crime occurred this morn- 
ing between 1 and 2 o'clock. James 
Clayton and Emma Stubbs had attended 
a church festival in the community to- 
gether, and after the festival was over 
they went to an entertainment given by 
the colored Knights of Pythias in East 
Macon. It was on their return to Rich- 
ard Stubbs’ house that the alleged crime 
was committed just before 2 o'clock. 

Emma Stubbs says she did not dream 
of what was going to happen until she 
was knocked down by Clayton. She says 
she fought desperately but Clayton over- 
powered her. She claims that she was 
choked almost to unconsciousness, 

The alleged affair happened a short dis- 
tance beyond the city limits of Macon. 

Tonight Deputy Sheriff Jones arrested 
Clayton and placed him in jail. Clayton 
denied that he committed the offense.

‘TERRIFIC PEALS OF THUNDER 


Athenians Heard Them as Their 
Houses Were Shaken.

THE PEOPLE WERE AWAKENED 


Mr. Fitzpatrick’s« House Was Struck 


and Badly Damaged—Building 
Caught Fire. 


Athens, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)— 
Last night about half past li o'clock a 
storm passed over Athens in which there 
Was a great amount of electricity. 

A bolt of lightning struck a tree beyond 
Major J. E. Talmadge’s house on Prince 
avenue and instantly every electric light 
in the city went out. Following the flash 
came a peal of thunder that shook the 
houses, in some instances shaking vases 
and other articles from the mantels. This 
morning everybody uptown vowed that 
it must have struck something right in 
front of their houses. 

The storm raged on and this morning 
just after 1 o’clock lightning struck the 
house of H. R. Fitzpatrick, in Bast 
Athens, tearing off about a bushel of 
shingles from the roof and running down 
the chimney to the ground. The peal of 
thunder following this stroke was such 
as to awaken quite a number of people 
in the city. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick’s family were greatly 
shocked and for a few moments were 
partially dazed. Mr. Fitzpatrick at once 
r@n out and discovered that the house 
was on fire. He succeeded in putting out 
the flames in a few minutes. 

It was a miracle tnat the inmates of 
the building escaped without injury, as 
the electric bolt passed through a room 
in which several persons were sleeping. 
Fighting Two Hundred Bumble Bees. 

A few days since John S. Mitchell, 
chief engineer of the Athens water 
works, had a lively experience with bum- 
ble bees. 

He had tied his horse to a sapling near 
Me plant and Aad gone into the engine 
room. Suddenly he heard the horse mak- 
ing a noise and pawing up the ground. 
He rushed out and discovered that the 
animal had set his foot into a den of 
bumble hees and that fully 200 of the 
bees were attacking him furiously. 

Mr. Mitchell went to loose his horse 
and the bees immediately swarmed after 
him, stinging him on the head, shoulders 
and arms. They followed him and the 
horse over a hundred yards before they 
withdrew from the attack. 

Mr. Mitchell, as well as the horse, suf- 
fered severely from the stings of the 
bees for several hours. 

Professor Herty Returns. 

Professor Charles H. Herty, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, who has been spend- 
ing several weeks in Statesboro, Ga., 
Studying the turpentine industry with a 
view to devising better plans for con- 
ducting that work, spent today in Athens, 
returning to Statesboro this afternoon, 
whefe Té will remain two weeks longer. 

Dr. Herty has secured much valuable 
information which he is certain will be of 
great benefit and assistance to him in the 
scientific research that he is now con- 
ducting. The turpentine mill men of the 
state are looking forward with much in- 
terest to the results of this*investiga- 
tion. 

Editor O’Farrell Dying. 

Editor James O’Farrell, of The Athens 
Banner, who has been quite ill for sev- 
eral months past, has been in a dying 
condition for the past twenty-four hours. 
His physician has given up all hope and 
it is regarded as only a question of a. 
few hours. Editor O'Farrell is one of the 
most prominent citizens of Athens and 
was postmaster here during the last 
Cleveland administration.

MULE COULD NOT STAND ODOR. 


Ran Away While Corpse Was Being 
Exhumed at Washington. 
Washington, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)— 
One year ago near Lincolnton George 
Paradise and James Furguson engaged 
in a mortal duel in which Furguson was 
slain.. The prominence of the young men 
made the event of absorbing interest to 
the citizens of Lincoln and Wilkes. Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson and other distin- 
guished counsel was employed by Para- 
dise, and after the most exciting trial in 
the history of Lincoln there was a mis- 

trial. 

The remains of Furguson after having 
been interred twelve months were yes- 
terday disinterred. This marks the be- 


‘ginning of another chapter in that la-

mentable tragedy. The object of this 
step is not known to the public. It is, 
however, supposed that evidence wil) 
be obtained to substantiate the hypothe- 
sis of the prosecution that a blow on the 
head preceded the pistol wounds. The 
body was decapitated by Dr. Estes and 
a search instituted for bullets imbedded 
in it and the skull is now in custody of 
Dr. Pstes. 

The body, of course, was in an ad- 
vanced state of*décompositibn. The twen- 
ty-five or more who assisted in the dis- 
interment were better able to stand the 
consequences than was a Georgia mules 
attached to the wagon of Mr. Frank Buf- 
ford, a prosperous farmer who happened 
to drive by at that time. The mule be- 
came frightened at the odor, ran and 
hurled Miss Annie Bufford from the wag- 
on and entangled Mr. Bufford in the lines 
and dragged him a quarter of a mile be- 
fore he succeeded in disengaging himself. 

The disinterment has opened up the 
case afresh, and another hard-fought le- 
gal battle between the most intensely 
vigorous prosecution and a stubbornly, 
vigorous defense, both anxious and ready 
for the fray, is near at hand.

Cecil Gabbett Resigns from Seaboard 
Air Line. 


Is MEMBER OF LUMBER FIRM 


No Mention Made as to Who Will 
Succeed Mr. Gabbett in Office 
of Superintendent. 


Savannah, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)}— 
Superintendent Cecil Gabbett, of the 
fourth division of the Seaboard Air Line, 
extending from Columbia to Jacksonville 
and from Savannah to Montgomery, has 
resigned, His resignation will become 
effective on September 15, when he will 
engage in the lumber business in Savan- 
nah. He will be associated with Colonel 
T. 9. Wylly, Jr., under the firm name 
of Wylly & Gabbett. Mr. Gabbett has 
been superintendent of the fourth division 
of the Seaboard for about a year; in fact, 
since the consolidation of the Georgia and 
Alabama railroad with the Seaboarm. 
Prior to that he was first vice president 
and general manager of the Georgia and 
Alabama. In 1870 Mr. Gabbett came to 
Savannah from Ireland. He entered the 
railway service soon afterwards and 
made gradual advances in Géorgia and 
Alabama until he became president and 
general manager of the Atlanta and West 
Point railway, the position he held for 
twelve years. He was then general man- 
ager of the Central of Georgia railway 
for a time, after which he became vice 
president and general manager of the 
Georgia and Alabama, a position he held 
for eight years. 

Nothing has been learned with regard 
to Mr Gabbett’s successor as superin- 
tendent, It is not improbable that there 
will be a transfer of some man from an- 
other division to take charge of the 
fourth, 


SHITS TO COAL AT SAVANNAH. 


President Egan and Major Hanson 
Decide on This. 

Savannah, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)— 
The Ocean Steamship Company will coal 
its northbound vessels at Savannah. This 
was decided by Major J. F. Hanson, 


John M. Egan, after an inspection of the 
wharves and terminals. The coal will be 
secured from Alabama, Tennessee or 
Georgia flelds, and an additional consum- 
er will be furnished them. 

Major Hanson said todgy that the coal 
will be tried as an experiment on the 
northbound vessels. If it is found to be 
as satisfactory as that, which is now 
stored in the ship’s bunkers at New York 
it will be used permanently. No plant 
for coaling the ships here is to be estab- 
lished immediately. That will be'left un- 
til after the experiment. It is thought, 
however, that the southern coal will do 
just as well as that obtained at the 
north, so that a coaling station at the 
Ocean Steamship Company’s wharves 
may be looked for. 

“The coal from the mines at Durham, 
Birmingham, on our Chattanooga divi- 
sion,”’ said Major Hanson, “‘is excellent 
for steam purposes. In using it in our 
mills at Macon we get satisfaction. If it 
is found ‘adaptable to the needs of the 
steamships, there will be a decided sav- 
ing to the company. The Central rail- 
road, too, would haul the coal to Savan- 
nah, so that it would derive a revenue 
from the business.’’ 

Some months ago, when it was learned 
that the Ocean Steamship Company had 
given a contract to the Delaware River 
Iron, Ship Building and Engine Works 
(Roaches) for the new vessel to run on 
the Savannah line, -Major Hanson said 
that the name “City of Memphis’’ was 
under consideration for the new ship. 
Yesterday he said that the name had 
been determined upon. The new vesel 
will be finished on contract time, Major 
Hanson said he was assured a few days 
ago by John B. Roach, whom he saw in 
New York. That will be on May 1, 1902. 
Work on the ship, however, has been a 
little delayed, President Egan, who saw 
her not long since, announces. Major 
Hanson was asked if there would be any 
ceremony at the launching of the vessel, 
but he answered that the event seems so 
far in the future that no consideration 
has yet been given it. 


WHAT JUDGE GAMBLE SAYS. 


Asked About the Criticism of Dupont 
Guerry on Plant Valuation. 


Savannah, Ga., August 27.—(Spectial.)— 
Judge Roger L. Gamble, of Loutsville, 
was in the city today on business. He 
was the umpire in the arbitration of the 
value of the Plant systém property last 
year, when a lower estimate of the valua- 
tion.of the property was accepted by the 
state than was at first put on it by the 
tax officials. In view of the criticism of 
this valuation fhat is being made by 
Dupont Guerry, in his speeches through- 
out the state, a word from Judge Gamble 
was asked how the valuation was reached, 

‘When we took the matter up,” he 
said, “we found that the Plant system in 
making its returns to the state had as- 
sessed its sidetracks and main lines at the 
same thing, about $8,000 per mile. This 
was found to be an error, as one can read- 
ily understand. The arbitrators worked 
on the value of the property and finally- 
arranged the matter on a fair basis. The 
sidetracks were assessed at $2,000 per mile. 
In some instances the value of the main 
line was raised from what it had been 
originally returned. This was the prop- 
er settlement of the entire business. 
There can be no criticism of Mr. Brown's 
action in this matter.”’

Two Boys of Carrollton Missed from 
Their Homes. 

Carrollton, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)— 
Much .excitement and uneasiness has pos- 
sessed the citizens of the city here since 
last night, when at the usual hours for 
the family all to be reassembled at home, 
Harvey Hamrick, 12-year-old son of Sen- 
ator and Mrs. W. D. MUHamrick, and 
George and Sidney Merrell, aged 8 and 10 
years, respectively, sons of Colonel and 
Mrs. G. W. Merrell, failed to put in their 
appearance. The.anguish of their parents 
became intense and was increased by the 
recollection that the boys had gone sein- 
ing in the morning and had not returned 
for dinner. Soon dozens of citizens 
were scouring the swamps and running 
hither and thither to find some trace 
of the missing children. 

Search of the streams continued all 
night, but no trace of the boys was 
found. 

Shortly after the dinner hour today there 
came a telephonic message from a reli- 
able business man at Clem, 6 miles south- 
east, that the boys had passed through 
there going away from Carrollton about 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. This news 
has greatly relieved their parents, who 
are yet under suspense, as they have not 
been located, but are believed to be 
making their way to Sargeants, Ga., 0 
miles away, where Senator Hamrick’'s 
father lives. .

that left Ross dangling at the end of " 
rope.

William Drew, colored, of Marietta, 
offered a prayer of mercy in behalf ot 
Roses, and also prayed for the jury, the 
judge and attorneys interested in the trial 
of Ross, and during the prayer Ross 
seemed to be praying for ‘himself or re- 
peating the words of the preacher as his 
lips appeared to be moving as if inaudibly 
saying something.

He made no remarks for the 
public, but to those near him he stilt in- 
sisted upon his Innocence and said he 
weuld go to heaven when he died.

Christmas, were fixed. In addition to 
this $1,000 was set aside for building pur- 
poses, of which the Eatonton schoo) is 
to receive $600 and Ramath school $350. 
All the teachers, too, except in two or 
three instances, were elected. 

The enrollment of the Eatonton public 
school has increased to such an extent 
as to demand one or two more rooms and 
other teachers. Including music and kin- 
dergarten, there are already seven teach. 
ers, but every department last term was 
overcrowded, and with the certainty of 
a still larger attendance the approach- 
ing term, additional room and help are 
imperative.

Mr. Sargent is quoted as saying, after 
his conference with Mr. Easley: 

“IT believe that the strike concerns all 
unions. While our union is greatly in- 
terested in the result, we have agree- 
ments with the different railroad compa- 
nies which we don’t see our way to break. 
Therefore we are ready to go into our 
pockets and contribute to the support of 
the strikers. We are so tied down that 
we cannot strike in sympathy. 

“At the same time, the outcome of the 
strike is of great importance to us, Many 
of the leading men in the United States 
Steel Corporation have large railroad in- 
terests and if the strike proves a failure 
the railroad companies would fee] in bet- 
ter shape to take ageressive measures 
toward the railroad brotherhoods. For the 
sake of organized labor, therefore, as 
well as its own, the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation cannot afford to back down in 
the fight.’’

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Revival of the Irish Language. 

Westminster Review: Second only to 
the land agitation in its hold on the irish 
imagination comes, at present, the re- 
markable movement for the revival of 
the Irish langvage. Some attention has 
recently been drawn to this revival by 
the attempt of Thomas O'Donnell to 
make an Irish speech in parliament; but 
its origin, its aims, and its strength are 
scarcely at all Known in Great Britain. 

The Gaeiic language, which was the 
tongue of all Ireland down to a few cen- 
turies ago, still survives as a spoken 
language along the whole of the western 
seaboard, and in a few other spots scat- 
tered over the island, but is gradually 
dying out before the advance of English. 
The present movement aims not only at 
preserving it in those districts where it 
is still spoken, but at spreading it all 
Over the country as the principal tongue 
of the land. 

This attempt had its origin in the 
litical dissension and apathy which 
lowed the fall of Parnell Many 
nationalists who had grown dis 
with political work, wishing to fin 
outlet for their strong ‘patriotic senti- 
ment, diverted it into a passionate at- 
tachment to the “old tongue of the Gael.” 
In the absence of any great popular agi- 
tation the movement grew and flourished, 
directed by the Gaelic leagué. It has 
now made converts in most unexpecte. 
quarters and pervades, more or less vis- 

ly, the greater part of Ireland—so far, 
at least, as sentimental approval goes. 

The official programme of the Gaetic 
league says nothing about what is to be 
done with English if their scheme suc- 
ceeds. But the responsible ehiefs of the 
movement have perceived the necessity 
of disclaiming a!] hostility to the English 
language; they publicly advocate national 
bilingualism, and are never tired of ex- 
tolling the advantages possessed by na- 
tions speaking two languages; they point 
in especial to the example of Wales “8s 
one to be followed, willfully blinding 
themselves to the evil effects on the 
Welsh people produced by their obstinate 
clinging to an obsolete tongue; and they 
insist that in their projected bilingual 
system Irish Gaelic must be the princi- 

al language. The great body of Gaelic 
eaguers go further than their chief, and 
make no concealment of their desire to 
have the English language driven out 
altogether.

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SEVERE STORM AT EUPAULA 


Lightning and Thunder Yesterday 


Were Alarming. 


MANY TREES WERE UPROOTED 


Telephone Wires Burned and Ex- 
change Sustained Damages.

Eufaula, Ala., August 27.—(Spectal.)— 
The heaviest rain and thunder storm of 
the season swept over this city and sec- 
tion today about noon.

Union Springs, Ala., August 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The 18-year-old negro boy, Brown, 
who killed James McLeod, superintendent 
on the public road, at Batesville, Bar- 
bour county, near Eufaula, Ala., on the 
2ist instant, was captured in a shuck pen 
last night by the officers at Hurstboro 
and taken through here this morning to 
Montgomery in order to escape the mob 
now scouring the country with an ex- 
pressed intention of lynching Brown upon 
sight. The defendant says the deceased 
was about to strike his brother with a 
stick, which caused him to hit him a 
little too hard with the hoe, but he had 
no idea of killing McLeod. Several hun- 
dred dollars reward will be paid for 

Brown's capture.

Missing Mobile Man Has Been Found 
at Cleveland, Ohio. 

Mobile, Ala., August 27.—It was report- 
ed two weeks ago that while Frank 
Shugrue and wife, of Mobile, were visit- 
ing the Buffalo exposition, Shugrue had 
disappeared and it was feared he had 
been waylaid and killed. Mrs. Shugrue re- 
turned home and after the lapse of an- 
other week received word from relatives 
in Cleveland, Ohio, that Shugrue was 
there.

MEANS MUCH TO TUSCALOOSA. 


Building of the Searcy Branch of the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad. 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., August 27.—(Special.) 
Chief Engineer Welles, of the Southern 
railway, @i@ not come to Tuscaloosa as 
was expected that he would do yesterday, 
but Mr. Lodge, the representative at this 
place of the Central Iron and Coal Com- 
pany, is expecting Mr. Welles and his 
party today. It is probable that the 
party will reach here tonight at the 
latest. The building of the extension of 
the Tidewater, or Searcy, branch of the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad to Searles, the 
headquarters of Mr. Lodge’s company, 
and the Brookwood seems much more to, 
the city of Tuscaloosa than the building 
of the average rtilroad for 17 or 18 
wiles. Some of the very best coal 
in the district will be tapped in the re- 
gion penetrated by this extension and it 
is well known that there is a good quan- 
tity of red ore in that part of the county 
The great drawback to the building of 
this extension of the road’s . Searcy 
branch has been the very heavy grading 
that has heretofore been considered ab- 
solutely necessary. As stated in this cor- 
respondence before the Southern railway 
engineering party which has beén in the 
field the past three or four weeks claims 
to have found a much cheaper route than 
any heretofore mentioned; the maximum 
grade not going over 1 per cent. It has 
been estimated that on the routes here- 
tofore surveyed it would cost at least. 
$350,000 to build the extension. The north- 
ern part of Tuscaloosa, including the 
prosperous mining town of Brookwood, is 
practically cut off from the city of Tus- 
caloosa by reason of the fact that they 
have no railroad connection with the 

county seat.

READY 10 RESUME WORK 


Delegates to Alabama Constitutional 
Convention Reporting. 


HAVE HAD RECESS OF A WEEE 


Gossip About the Reported Meeting 
Between Oates and Johnston. 
Both Are Out in Interviews. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 27.—(Special) 
Delegates to the constitutional conven- 
tion, who have been home on a week's 
recess, are coming in for the reassam- 
bling tomorrow. They have been sound- 
ing the people and have an almost uni- 
form story to tell of popular indifference 
on the subject of ratification. ‘she voters 
have nearly everywhere said they are 
waiting to see the constitution as a 
whole. The centers of disaffection seem 
to be Montgomery and Birmingham. The 
only development of real importance 
among the people is a growing dissatis- 
faction with the suffrage plan in the 
black belt. The people in the black coun- 
ties are demanding something stronger 
and more far reaching in the way of 
eliminating the negro vote, and an effort 
will yet be made to amend the new 
scheme in that direction. The telegrams 
that went out from Montgomery last 
week in regard to the conference between 
ex-Governors Oates and Johnston at the 
former’s law office in this city have call- 
ed out interviews from both gentlemen in 
which they disclaim having made up 
their minds whether to fight or favor the 
new constitution. Both are waiting to 
see the new and old side by side and the 
politicians are wondering why two ex- 
governors should use almost the identical 
language in explaining their position. 


NEGROES’ SECRET MEETING. 


Advise Their Race Regarding Ala- 
bama Ccnstitution. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 27.—(Special.) 
Seventy-five negroes held a meeting be- 
hind closed doors at Jackson's hall last 
night to advise their race concerning the 
ratification of the new constitution. The 
meeting was an adjourned meeting of a 
convention held last Tuesday, the first 
gathering having proved a fizzle. Last 
night’s gathering was presided over by 
C. C. Caperton, a prominent negro re- 
publican, and W. L. Saunders was made 
secretary. After calling the meeting to 
order, the promoters of it looked over the 
crowd to see that all present were in sym- 
pathy with the movement to oppose rati- 
fication. It was ascertained that Pro- 
fessor C. B. Moseley, superintendent of 
colored schools at Avondale, who had 
published in one of the local papers a 
strong argument showing why the ne- 
groes had nothing to fear from the new 
constitution and should not migrate from 
the state, was in attendance. Moseley 
stated that he had been invited to partic- 
ipate in the meeting. Some one suggested 
that he be asked to retire and the matter 
precipitated a lively discussion. It was 
finally determined that he would have to 
get out. 

The meeting then resolved that every 
effort should be used to defeat the rati- 
fication of the new constitution, and to 
that end a state conference of negroes 
was called to convene in Birmingham 
September 26, when a plan of action will 
be definitely decided upon. It was further 
decided that in case the constitution was 
ratified that a committee of negroes 
should prepare a resolution looking to a 
general move of emigration of the race 
from Alabama. This committee will in- 
vestigate conditions elsewhere and make 
a recommendation to the negroes of the 
state as to where it will be best for them 
to go. Secretary Saunders, in speaking 
of the meeting, said that it was enthu- 
siastic and largely attended. He declared 
that much interest was taken in the pro- 
ceedings as the negroes realize that it 
is a matter of much importance to them. 
He explained that Moseley was excluded 
because the article which he had publish- 
ed was not consistent with the object of 
the gathering. Saunders added: “We 
will endeavor to use every means to de- 
feat the ratification of the new constl- 
tution and if we fail there will be noth- 
ing left for us to do except to migrate 
from the state.’’ Professor Moseley, who 
was put out of the meeting, said that he 
was excluded because he refused to pledge 
himself to a fruitless and nonsensical op- 
position to the workings of the consti- 
tutional convention, and the indorsement 
of the emigration bugaboo. Moseley added 
that the honest and industrious negro of 
the south is happy and contented and that 
it is only the idle and shiftless ciass that 
is discontented and no one will object 
if this class should emigrate to the moon. 


CONGRESS OF MISSIONARIES. 


Priests from All Parts of America 
Are in Attendance. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., August 27.—A spe- 
cial to The Times from Winchester, 
Tenn., says that Right Rev. Thomas Se- 
bastian. Byrne, bishop of Nashville, con- 
vened the Paulist monastery here today, 
a congress of missionaries to non-Cath- 
olics, which includes representative 
priests of the Roman Catholic church 

from all parts of America. 

This is the first general conference 
growing out of the non-Catholic mission 
work and is a great step toward the 
national organization of the movement. 
Rev. W. S. Kress, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
was appointed secretary. Rev. Thomas 
F. Cusack, of New York, gave the results 
of diocesan mission bands. Bishop E. P. 
Allen, of Mobile, Ala., in discussion, out- 
lined the necessity of educating English- 
speaking missionaries for the new terri- 
tories of the United States. This en- 
couraged a general expression in favor 
of a national training school for Roman 
Catholic missionaries which may be a 
practical outcome of the congress. 

Rev. Walter Elliott, of Washington, D. 
C., outlined the requisites of missionary 
education. Discussion was led by Dr. 
William Stang of Providence, R. L., 
Revs. Bertram Conway of New York, 
Thomas V. Tobin of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
Xavier Sutton of Pittsburg, Pa., F. 
Busch of St. Paul, Wis., Francis B. 
Doherty of New York and Thomas F. 
Price of Nazareth, N. C.

Nothing Sensational in It—Expen- 
ditures for Each Year Shown.

Richmond, Va., August 27.—The consti- 
tutional convention today continued its 
Giscussion in committee of the whole of 
the committee report on preamble and 
rights bill.

No Offices Will Be Promived at This 
Meeting at Jackson.

WHAT REPUBLICAI§S WILL DO 


Mississippi State Committee Say 
They Will Only Discuss Mat- 
ters of Party Interest. 


Jackson, Miss., August 27.—(Special.)— 
The very disappointing edict is given forth 
that no federal pie will be cut at the meet- 
ing of the republican state executive com- 
mittee to be held in this city Thursday. 

This announcement is quite a surprise 
to the members of the party who have 
been eagerly looking forward to the ap- 
proaching meeting with the belief that it 
is to decide the many spirited contests 
now under way, Noteven a fourth-class 
postoffice is to be dished out, and the offi- 
cial statement comes from Chairman Col- 
lins that only “‘matters of party interest”’ 
are to be considered. Among these is the 
proposed enlargement of the state central 
committee so as to provide two members 
from each congressional district and four 
members from the state at large. The ex- 
ecutive committee of the seventh congres- 
sional district, and the Hinds county ex- 
ecutive committee are also to meet in 
Jackson Thursday, but the purpose of 
these two meetings have not been made 
known, and there seems to be some sort of 
a state secret connected with their re- 
spective assemblies. 

It appears that it is the intention of the 
party leaders to follow the originally 
adopted plan of having contests settled 
by the three referees, Messrs. Turley, Col- 
lins and Hill, wherever it is possible to 
do so, and when the referees fail to agre@ 
the contest next goes to the state central | 
committee. The state executive committee 
will be called on only in extreme cases, and 
it is not believed that the body will have 
a chance to figure in the distribution of 
the plums that are about to be shaken 
from the federal tree. 

It is stated that the referees will prob- 
ably act on the Vicksburg postoffice con- 
test after the committee meeting. There 
are four aspirants in the field, Messrs. 
Mayer, Mulvihill, Speed and Easterling. 
Among the local panty leaders it is the 
belief that the contest will finally narrow 
down between Mayer and:Speed. 

The failure of the committee to pass 
on all contests at the coming meeting 
will cause a weeping, wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth among candidates who have 
been busily preparing their fences for the 
event, but many of them prefer to take 
chances with the referees or the central*® 
committee than to face a rough-and-tum- 
ble fight in the executive committee, 
which is composed of fifty members. 

Local Option Elections. 

The local option elections in Madison 
and Monroe counties are now attracting 
general attention in Mississippi, and much 
interest will be manifested in the an- 
nouncement of the results, The electioa 
in Monroe county will be held Thursday, 
and it is now thought that the liquor men 
will win, as they claim to have made 
heavy gains during the past week through 
the ‘‘missionary efforts’’ that have been 
carried on in every precinct of the coun- 
ty. The result, however, is very apt to 
be close.

The Madison county election takes place 
on the 6th of September, or one week from 
next Saturday, and the belief is being 
somewhat generally expressed that the 
saloonists are going to lose. The local 
option fights have always been very 
close in Madison, but this year it:is stated 
that the whisky men are making little or 
no fight, and many of them have reached 
the conclusion that it is useless to at- 
tempt to keep the county In the ‘‘wet” 
column any longer. 


Heavy Rain in Mississippi. 


The heavy rains which fave been some- 
what general in Mississippi for the past 
eight or ten days have caused a decided 
falling off in the cotton crop prospects, 
and unless there is a cessation of rain- 
fall very shortly great injury will be 
wrought. The greater portion of August 
has produced weather of the most un- 
usual kind, as this month is usually hot 
and dry in Mississippi. The excessive 
moisture has caused the cotton plant to 
ccmmence growing again, whereas at this 
season all its energies should be concen- 
trated in the boll formation. Blooming 
at the top is being reported from many 
sections where the prospects were con- 
sidered unusually good, and the rain is 
also causing some damage in fields where 
picking has been commenced. The gen- 
eral picking season, however, will not 
start before the latter part of next week, 
and it will be a week thereafter before 
some ‘of the towns receive their first 
bales. Picking commences on the state 
convict farms next Monday. The exces- 
sive rains have caused no damage to 
corn, although they are not needed for 
the growth of the crop at this season. 

The compromise agreement in Bolivar 
county between the board of supervisors 
and the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
roads brings to an end one of the several 
fights that have been made against the 
company to recover the value of certifi- 
cates of stock issued at the time of con- 
struction in exchange for county -bonds. 
Bolivar county gets $30,000 by the com- 
promise, a portion of which goes to the 
attorneys who have conducted the case.’ 
The county voted $150,000 to the railroad 
when it was Known as the Louistana, 
New Orleans and Texas road, and was 
then in process of construction through 
the delta. ‘ 

Several other counties through which 
the Louisiana, New Orleans and Texas 
branch of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley road runs are thought to have 
equally good cases against the company, 
and will now probably bring suit to re- 
cover on stock certificates issued. Some 
time since the board of supervisors of 
Hinds county instructed the county at- 
torney to bring suit against the N., J. 
and C. branch of the road on similar 
grounds, but as yet the declaration has 
not been filed. 


Millions To Be Spent in Building 
New Railroad. 

Kansas City, Mo., August 27.—It was 
stated today that over 4,000 men and 
about 2,000 teams would soon be put to 
work on the construction of the proposed 
Arkansas and Choctaw railway, which is 
to run from Arkinda, Ind, T., to Wichita 
Falls, Tex.

CHIEF MOORE SPEAKS 
OF THE BUREAU WORK 


He Says That the Service Is Being 
Perfected and Recounts the 
Benefits Derived Therefrom. 
New Features To Be 
Introduced. 


Milwaukee, Wis., August 27.—Over one 
hundred weather bureau officials from all 
parts of the county gathered in Milwau- 
kee today to attend a three days’ con- 
vention. Addresses of welcome were de- 
livered by Der. William Wilson, of the 
local weather bureau, and Mayor David 
S. Rose, the response being made by 
Professor W. L. Moore, chief of the 
United States weather bureau. As an 
introductory Professor Moore made a few 
reminiscent remarks, reviewing the 
weather service from its small beginning 
to its present high standard. He then re- 
viewed the work which had been ac- 
complished since the Omaha convention. 

Professor Moore spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In opening this second convention of 
Officials of the United States weatirer bu- 
reau, department of agricuiture, 1 think 
it appropriate briefly to review the im- 
portant changes, develoments and exten- 
sions of the weather service that have oc- 
curred since the date of our first conven- 
tion at Omaha, Nebr., October, 1898. 

“Many of these important features 
were the direct results of the ideas ex- 
pressed at Omaha or of the discussions 
during our first convention. The value 
to the public service of occasional meet- 
ings of this character is now apparent. 
During the year 1898 eighteen new sta- 
tions were opened and fully equipped 
with recording instruments of the latest 
model. This included the West Indian 
Stations. In 1899 eight new stations were 
likewise opened and equipped. In addi- 
tion to this the cutfit at four other sta- 
tions were improved. In 1900 improved 
equipments were sent out to twenty- 
seven stations. 

“During the present and the ensuing 
year it is expected we shall complete the 
instrumental equipment at all the. weath- 
er bureau stations requiring authentic in- 
struments. 

“Action was taken in 1898 with a view 
to the introduction of steel towers at 
storm warning stations to replace wooden 
flag poles for the display of flags and 
lanterns. Sixty towers were installed 
during the year closing June 30, 1901, and 
about the same number will be erected 
this year. 

“Stations in the West Indies have been 
thoroughly equipped and manned by reg- 
ular operators. Reporting stations have 
been established at Turks island and Ber- 
muda, and provision has been made for 
receiving daily reports by telegraph from 
Various points in Mexico. Through the 
medium of the meteorological office the 
London, England, reports are received 
daily by cable from various points in the 
British isles and in western Europe and 
also from the Azores. An extension of 
the region of observation has also been 
made in the northwest British territory, 
Barkerville now being the extreme north- 
west station from which reports are re- 
ceived. The growth of the observation 
area in this direction will keep pace with 
the extension of the telegraph lines. 

“Soon after the war with Spain, cll- 
mate and crop sections in Porto Rico and 
Cuba were established with an issue of 
weekly, monthly and annual publications, 
in both English and Spanish, identical 
with those of the states—thus giving to 
the people of Porto Rico and Cuba some 
of the earliest evidence of American en- 
terprise. 

“Collection of data showing depth of 
snow on ground at high altitudes forming 
the basis of a series of bulletins, having 
proved exceedingly popular in determin- 
ing the probable water flow in rivers and 
streams during the subsequent season, a 
matter of vital importance to irrigation 
interests.’ 

In rural free delivery, Professor Moore 
said one of the great objects for which 
the weather bureau was established was 
attained. Distribution of the forecasts 
will be thereby largely increased. 

Professor Frank H. Bigelow, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., read a paper on “Higher 


' Meteorology.”’ 


A paper by Professor Alexander C. Mc- 
Adie, of San Francisco, treated of fog 
studies. Dr. Oliver L. Fasig, of Baltimore, 
discussed the westward movement of a 
barometric. I. G. Schultz, of Fort Worth, 
Tex., read a paper on “Polarization of 
Ligmt.” E, G. Glass, of Helena, Mont., 
cn “Chinook Winds,” and M. W. Hayes, 
of Havana. Cuba, and G. Harold Reyes, 
of Boston, late of San Juan, Porto Rico, 
handled subjects dealing with the value 
of climate and crop warning services of 
the weather bureau in those countries.

REARRANGING THE DISTRICTS. 


Texas House Passes Its Bill—Now 
Goes to Committée. 


Austin, Tex., August 27.—(Special.)—The 
house of the Texas legislature today 
passed finally its bills rearranging the 
congressional] districts of the state so as 
to make sixteen instead of thirteen as 
heretofore. The senate has previously 
passed its bill on the same subject and 
the house refused to agree to the adop- 
tion of the senate bill. The entire matter 
will now have to go to the free confer- 
ence committee, which must get in a re- 
port and have it adopted by next Wednes- 
day, or the work will be without avail, as 
the special session expires by limitation 
on that date. There is much bitter com- 
plaint about both bills. Congressman 
Burleson, of the ninth district; Congress- 
man Henry, of the eighth; Congressman 
Slayden, of the twelfth, and Congressman 
Burgess, of the seventh, are all bitterly 
complaining of rearrangement. It is ex- 
pected that a lively fight will be had in 
the free conference committee. 

The house also passed finally its bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of a board to 
compromise matters with the First na- 
tional bank receivers with a view of zet- 
ting some settlement for the $358,000 in 
said bank when closed by the examiner. 

The owners of oil industries in Texas are 
having a hard fight before the house com- 
mittee on revenue taxation, which is try- 
ing to tax all oi] interests 2 per cent on 
their gross earnings. The oll magnates 
seemed destined to lose, as this afternoon 
the committee instructed a sub-committee 
to prepare a bill fixing the tax at 2 per 
cent and the matter will have to be fought 
out in the house, where it is almost sure 
to go against the oll magnates.

Private Concern at Austin Is Forced 
To Suspend. 

Austin, Tex., August 27.—The Raymond 
Banking Company. a private corporation, 
went into voluntary bankruptey today. 
The failure was attendant upon the close 
of the First national bank of this city 
by the federal bank examiner. The bank 
has been in course of winding up its 
business for three years past and had 
but few depositors. 

The closing of the First national bank 
involved it for some $78.00 which it 
owed said bank and tin order to protect 
its depositors it went into voluntary 
bankruptcy. 

The ltabilities of the bank are $143,259, 
while the assets are enumerated at $188,-

The Monarch of Steamboats. 


On account of the failure of the 
Gieat Eastern in the early seventies 
to successfully solve the problem of 
navigating the ocean with colossal 
steamboats many years elapsed before 
shipbuilders dared to dream of the 
possibility of accomplishing this mi- 
raculous feat of engineering skill; but 
at length the discouragement caused 
by the faflure of the Great Eastern has 


been completely overcome and the j.th 
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problem which seemed to defy solution 
less than twenty-five years ago has 
been triumphantly solved in the con- 
struction of the Celtic. 

This monster vessel belongs to the 
White Star line of ocean steamers and 
is the largest vessel ever launched 
upon deep water. In length the Celtic 
measures 700 feet. Her registered ton- 
naze is 20,880 tons, and her speed is 
17 knots per hour. She is both larger 
and heavier than the Great Eastern, 
but instead of floundering and proving 
unseaworthy, she sails the ocean with 
perfect ease. Her engines consume 260 
tons per day, and she can furnish ac- 
commodations to 2,859 passengers. 

Until the Celtic was constructed the 
Oceanic, which belongs to the same 
line of steamers, was the largest ves- 
sel afloat, but the Oceanic registers 
only 17,274 tons. Next comes the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, which reg- 
isters 14,349 tons. In view of the 
colossal gize and great speed of the 
Celtic, it requires an immense amount 
of coal to run it, but the increased ex- 
pense is more than canceled by the 
time saved in crossing the water and 
by the enlarged hauling capacity of 
the vessel. ‘ 

Since the secret of constructing im- 
mense steamsiiips so as to produce eco- 
nomic results has now been fully mas- 
tered it is iikely that steamships will 
be produced in the near future with 
double the registered tonnage of the 
Celtic. The larger the steamboat the 


‘less the consumption of coal pro rata, 


and as coal represents 60 per eent of 
the cost of navigation, it is sound 
economy to increase the registered 
tonnage of the vessel, other tidings, of 
course, being equal. Possibly we may 
live to see the day when one vessel 
alone will transport 5,000 people across 
the water. 
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The Duty of the Rich. 

In the present disgraceful condition 
of public affairs in Philadelphia it has 
been demonstrated that the property- 
owners themselves are to blame for 
the hoodlum rule they have permitted 
to come into power. 

In addressing a ward meeting tlie 
other night, former Governor Pattison 
dwelt upon this feature. “Take a mer- 
chant, a manufacturer, a professional 
man,” he said; “he holds aloof from 
the primaries; he does not go near the 
polls; he boasts that he does not 


| know what division he lives in. That’s 


the same man who cries ‘fraud,’ 
‘steal’ and ‘maladministration.’ Why, 
he has no right to say a word, no mat- 
ter how bad the municipal government 
becomes, for he’s the man who made 
it that way himself. He says, ‘Oh, we 
can't win, anyway. But let me tell 
you, even if we can’t win we can be- 
come so strong a factor in the city’s 
rule that the other party dare not of- 
fend the people. The preservation of 
a powerful minority party is the salva- 
tion of all our institutions.” 

This is as true of other cities as of 
Philadelphia. The very men whose 
self-interest should lead them to join 
in governing a city are always distin- 
guished by abstention from political 
work; then, when evil develops, they 


The lynching habit continues to be 
talked about as well as enacted. The 
Chattanooga Times, now the scene of one 
of the latest outbreaks, says: 


“Burning alive is now the _ ordinary 
thing, whereas it was hanging or shoot- 
ing. The ‘peculiar crime’ is no longer 
the only one that marks the perpetrator 
as one who can only be properly dealt 
with by rioters, Ordinary murder is in- 
cluded, and for the latter crime lynching 
by the rope or bullet will not do; the 
is the only agent equal to the demands 
of mob vengeance. 

Are we ever to 
assert the authority of the law, and the 
rights and duties of its ministers? Or are 
the officers themselves to even try to do 
their duty, in these cases?

The resolutions, which were adopted 
without a dissenting voice, were offered 
by J. H. Carter, of Shreveport. Several 
hundred delegates attended the confer- 
ence from all parts of north Louisana.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The Union Depot Question. 


Editor Constitution: I see from your columns 
the union depot question is up again. The 
reason it can’t be downed ia due to the fact 
that by all odds it is the most important 
issue confronting Atlanta's citizens at this 
time, and will remain so until it is settled. 

Atlanta is essentially a railway city.. Take 
{ts railways away, and it is nothing. There ts 
no river, waterways or harbor here to make 
traffic or business, and the lands for miles 
around are poor and unfertile. Then, how do 
we manage to live here? I say through the 
railroads. Then, again, it is not a great 
freight center, and its prime importance is 
chiefly due to its passenger traffic. This last 
feature is what Atlanta must especially cater 
to, therefore, to maintain and increase its 
prestige. This is by common agreement the 
natural headquarters for the south in many 
lines of business, and nothing will increase 
thig feature more than by cultivating the con- 
venience and comforts of passengers coming 
into or passing through this city. 

I see there is still a disposition in some 
directions to keep tinkering at a proposition 
for the state to erect a new depot on the site 
of the present old car shed. Now, I have 
neither the time nor disposition to enter into 
a public discussion of this matter, but there 
seems to be such a dense silence from the 
side or standpoint which I think should prevail 
that I feel impelled to express my humble 
opinion about it. I have only an indirect in- 
terest in it, as I am not interested in anv rail- 
way company, nor in any property in the 
vicinity of the present old car shed, or in 
any other locality where the location of the 
new depot might advance my interests. I am, 
therefore, a part of the great big majority 
who have no interest in this matter except 
to see that it is settled in a way that will 
inure to the greatest benefit to the city at 
large; yet at the same time I believe on a 
close count I also express’ the opinion of that 
majority in stating that it is supreme folly to 
attempt to locate a new union depot on the 
present site. It is nothing more or less than 
an attempt to cram a bushe! of business into 
a quart measure! 

I have seen and had considerable experience 
in, I may say, all the large union ra!'way sta- 


tions In the cities of this country and Europe. 
and I speak advisedly when I sav the first 
and chief requisite for one is S-P-A-C-E. I 
spell it out in big letters, for 't “4eeerves It, 
for a railwow atetion withouwt requisite space 
is an abortion. This requisite the site of the 
present car shed absolutely faile to meet 
Fifty vears is a short snace in the life of a 
city. and is anv one bold enough to sav. if 
Atlanta grows to a population of 300,000 In 
that time. its passenger railway traffic can be 
conveniently and comfortably handled ih that 
ttle, @ramped. “2 bv 4° spot? Of all the 
union nassenger stations that IT have seen. I 
think the one at St. TLouls comes nearest fill- 
ing all requirements. The people of St. Louis 
vere smart enough to go out some distance 
from its heart to secure the necé@searv space 
to bull! a great union depot for their growing 
city. S-P-A-C-E was their first requisite, and 
they got it, with the result that it has helped 
St. Louis more than any one thing she has 
ever done. Not only have the railroads there 
plenty of room to go in and come out, but 
the main building is large enough to handle 
its paasenger traffic practically on the ground 
floor without the intervention of elevators or 
stairways. Notwithstanding the handsomest 
waiting room in the building is on the second 
floor, I have noticed several times it is prac- 
tically not patronized at all, as everybody 
seems to avoid steps and elevator if possible. 

If a station is erected on the present site of 
the old car shed, of course there are bound to 
be a large number of elevators and stairsteps 
to get in and out—to the very great incon- 
venience of women and children, 

For the lif- of me, I can’t see who is to be 
benefitted by rebuilding on the present site of 
the old car shed, except it be the property 
owners in that immediate vicinity, and if there 
are 125.000 people in Atlanta, how ina spirit 
of justice should 124,900 of them be prejudiced 
to benefit about 100 property owners, who are 
naturally working hard to keep it where 
it is? 

The natural and logical place for the great 
union depot of Atlanta lies at the foot of Ala- 
bama and Hunter streets. A few recalcitrant 
roads, for selfish purposes, are trying to keep 
the station on its present site, but I hope that 
the state railway commission, the city council, 
or somebody else in proper authority, will 
brush the opposition of these roads aside, and 
allow the balance a free hand to spend a mil- 
lion or more of their own money in building 
a station where there is sufficient space to 
handle the business properly for the great 
future’as well as the immediate present. 

I see our worthy mayor is trying to interest 
the people in a rfroposition to build a great 
city hall. That is not bad, but in relative im- 
portance and need it bears no comparison to 
the necessity of promptly doing away with 
the present disgraceful old car shed and the 
erection of a large and commodious station 
that will advertise Atlanta throvghout' the 
world. If he wants to immortalize himself and 
his administration. let hém exploit some 
scheme that will bring about this end. I be- 
lieve he can do it. and the council should back 
him up. Why can't the council condemn the 
present old car shed as they do all improper 
buildings, and then work with the railway 
commission to induce the railway companies to. 
select a proper site? To aid the council, he 
might appoint a committee of 25 prominent 
citizens, with himeelf as ex-officio chairman, to 
look into and make recommendations in this 
direction, but if he does, no one on the com- 
mittee should be interested. in anv way either 
in the property in the vicinity of the old car 
shed or in anv other locality where it is pro- 
posed to erect a station, or in any railway 
company. I for one am willing to wait a 
while for a rreat citv hall until we can first 
get a great union railway station. 

Furthermore. in common with many. I don't 
care a rap what the state does with the little 
speck of land the present car shed t= situated 
on. She can well afford to throw it away com- 
pletelv. rather than spend a million in trving 


to build a miserably cramped-unr station on it.

Revise the Pension Laws. 

Editcr Constitution: Permit me to commend 
to the thoughtful consideration of every in- 
tell‘gent voter in Georgia your timely editorial 
in Sunday's Constitution on the increase of 
the tax rate. To the layman as well as the 
legislator it should carry a lesson. As an 
humble citizen of the commongvealth, I can but 
view with alarm the future prospect. Right 
or wrong, the enormous expenditures for pen- 
sions and public schools are here to stay, at 
least for a long time. Both of these funds are 
exposed to the ;ractice of great frauds which 
it seems impossible to avoid under the present 
system. As to the pensions, the indigent law, 
both for veterans and widows of veterans, is 
the only one that ought to have ever been 
passed, and even then the frauds practiced on 
it would be enormous enough. Not that I do 
not love the veterans and the cause for which 
they fought, but the line must be drawn 
somewhere; and how much sense is there in 
the state paying pensions to those amply able 
to live without them? 

One thing certain, either the tax rate will 
continue to soar higher and higher, or else 
some law must be enacted to catch the tax 
dodgers and make them bear their part. The 
higher the rate goes the harder will the dodger 
try to dodge, though he knows he is perjuring 
himself. Let us revise the pension laws, 
judiciously administer the 
public school fund, pass a law to catch the tax 
dodger, and thus be enabled to reduce the tax 
rate.

Big Claim for South Georgia Land. 


(From The Albany Herald.) 

A Mr. Mills and wife, of Kentucky, 
spent the last few days in the city. Mr. 
Mills having come here to locate a 
plantation which he claims to own. and 
the rights of ownership to which he 
has won in suits in the federal courts 
which have been pending for several 
vears past. 

The plantation which Mr. Mills claims 
is part of the Fowl Town plantation, 
which is in the possession of Mrs. Lee 
Jordan, of Macon, the titles to which 
have been undisputed so far as any one 
here has known. 

Mr. Mills. who was a resident of south- 
west Georgia back in the sixties. says 
that his grandfather, whose name was 
Huntington. bought 1.600 acres of land 
at the executor’s sale of the Joe Bond 
estate in 1859, and that he left this prop- 
erty entailed to his children. He says 
that his father sold this land illegally, 
and that at his mother's death. seven 
years ago, he instituted suit for the prop- 
erty in the Uhited State< district court 
of Kentucky. Afterwards he brought 
suit in the United States district court 
in Georgia, and the case finally got into 
the supreme court of the United States. 
In every suit he says he won, and now 
he claims 1,600 acres of the Fowl Town 
plantation. 

Mr. Mills drove out to the plantation 
yesterday and located definitely the land 
he claims and upon which he says he 
conducted a farm up to 1867. when he 
moved to Kentucky. Today he left for 
Macon, where he will meet a United 
States marshal, who will return here to- 
morrow or next day and levy on 1,600 
acres of the Fowl Town plantation by 
the authority of the supreme court of 
the United States. 

When Mr. Mills came to the city he 
looked up Mr. H. Y. Ferrell and spent the 
time while he was in the city at his home 
on State street.

What the Georgia Knights may have 
lacked numerically was more than made 
up by their imposing appearance and 
perfect execution, for the grand com- 
mandery and Georgia No. 1, numbering 
nearly one hundred Knigh# in all, exe- 
cuted different meneuvers along the line 
of march, winning cheer after cheer. 
The Georgia commandery was in the 
seventh grand division and preceding was 
the Atlanta fire department drum and 
bugle corps, which made a striking ap- 
pearance in bright red blouse shirt waists 
with helmets and black trousers, fol- 
lowed by their black and tan terrier in 
uniform. Riding behind them came Air 
Knights E. A. Cutts, grand commander: 
F. S. Miller, deputy grand commander: 
George B. Whiteside, grand generalis- 
simo, and William Schweigert, captain 
general, after whom rode Sir Knights 
Witliam Rockwell, J. K. Orr, Julius L.

ousands Witnessed Parade. 

It is estimated that 300,000 people today 
witnessed the parade of Knights Tem- 
plats. Thirty thousand sir Knights in 
full uniform were in line, forming an im- 
posing spectacle with which to begin 
the twenty-eighth triennial conclave. The 
march started at 9:40 a. m. and was fin- 
ished at 1:30 p. m., after covering a dis- 
tance of 4 miles. The course was pro- 
tected by wires strung along the side- 
walks to keep spectators in check. This 
innovation in handling holiday crowds 
was considered highly successful,  al- 
though a few adventurous spirits dodged 
under the wire at various points along 
the route when the police were not 
watching.

Chicago, August 27.—The connection of 
Sergeant Cramer, Detective Tracey and 
Lieutenant Joyce with the bogus expense 
account, which has developed in scandal, 
the detective bureau and its chief, Cap- 
tain Colleran, was told today by Chief 
of Police O'Neill, who took the stand dur- 
ing the session of the civil service com- 
mission, sitting as the trial board to in- 
vestigate the matter. The denouement 
created a sensation, particularly so when 
Chief O'Neill told of alleged confessions 
of his subordinates, which they had in the 
main denied on the stand or saved them- 
selves from repeating on the ground of 
self-ircrimination. The chief also told 
how Captain Colleran and Lieutenant 
Joyee, <s he alleges, received their share 
of the spoils. 

Ccursel for Joyce stated that he was 


‘trying to show that manipulation of ex- 


press vouchers was a common practice, 
to which Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Fyffe replied: 

“It is the purpose of this hearing to 
break up this ‘common practice.’ ”’ 

Cramer, who wes detailed with Tra- 
cey to brine a prisoner from Cleveland, 
followed. He openly expressed his be- 
lief that if he told all he knew about 
the matter, especially the division of the 
money received from the state it would 
incriminate him. 

Chief of Police O'Neill related the con- 
vyersations held with Detectives Cramer 
and Tracey, which had led-to his filing 
charges. The chief testified that Cramer 
told him the actual expenses in the Lar- 
kins case had been $27 and that he had 
given $5 to Sergeant Gallagher and $5 to 
Lieutenant Joyce. The chief said Cramer 
told him he took two $5 bills into. the 
“front office” and laid them on Captain 
Colleren’s desk beside the chief of detec- 
tives. He said he did not see Colleran 
pick up tlge money nor did Colleran say 
anything when he laid the money on the 
desk.

CORKRAN TO HIS CREDITORS. 


He Proposes 10 Them To Form New 
Lumber Company. 

New York, August 27.—A meeting of the 
Chequasset Lumber Company was held at 
the offices of the Wholesale Lumber Deal- 
ers’ Association in this city. Representa- 
tives of all the banks interested as well 
as the merchandise creditors were pres- 
ent. The meeting was called at the re- 
quest of Charles ©. Corkran, president of 
the Chequasset Lumber Company, whv 
made a proposition to form a new com- 
pany, of which he was to have control, 
to take over all the assets and liabili- 
ties and continue business. 

The Chequasset Lumber Company is 4 
parent organization controlling about fif- 
teen subordinate companies. Mr, Cork- 
ran submitted a statement showing that 
the liabilities of all concerns amounted 
to $967,900 and the assets would amount 
to nearly $500,000. On motion of Mr. Betts, 
of the law firm of Hunt, Hill & Betts, 
a committee of three creditors was ap- 
pointed to examine the books of the con- 
cern in conjunction with the service of 
a chartered accountant to report to an- 
other meeting which will be called in 
about three weeks. 


BUT LITTLE CHANCE OF WAR. 
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Colombia aud Venezuela Are Not 
Likely To Fight. 

Washington, August 27.—Official mail 
advices received at the Colombia legation 
here today tend to show, it is stated, 
that the chances of a war between Co- 
lombia and Venezuela grow distant every 
day. The mail contained information to 
the effect that both the Nicaraguan and 
Ecuadorian governments have given the 
Colombian government the fullest as- 
gsurances that they will remain strictly 
neutral with regard to the strained rela- 
tions between Colombia and Venezuela. 

Quiet on the Isthmus. 

Colon, Colombia, August 27.—Isthmian 
affairs continue quiet. The United States 
gunboat Machias probably will go to 
Bocas del Toro at the end of the week if 
favorable news for the government is not 
received from that point. It is expected 
that the French cruiser Suchet will sail 
in a few days. 


NO CHANGE IN CUBAN TARIFF. 


Revision Will Probably Be Left to 
Island Government. 


Washington, August 27.—It is probable 
that there will be no change in the 
Cuban tariff. The commission which 
has been revising the present tariff has 
not yet reported, and it was stated at 
the war department today that such 
good progress is being made on the 
formation of a Cuban government that 
the revision of the tariff for Cuba prob- 
ably wili await action by that govern- 
ment. 


REVENUES OF 


Considerable Increase Is Shown for 
the Past Five Months. 


Washington, August 27.—A _ statement 
of the customs revenues in the Philip- 
pine islands for the five months ended 
May 31, 1901, as compared with the same 
period of 1900 and 189% prepared in the 
division of insular affairs of the war de- 
partment, shows that the total revenues 
for five months ended Maw 31, 1901, were 
$3,595,695; same period of 1900, $2,408,137, 
and 1899, $1,706,214. The figures indicate 
an increase in 1901 over 1900 of $1,187,577, 
and over 1899 of $1,889,480. 


GENERAL FABIUS MEADE DEAD 


Born in North Carolina and a Vet- 
eran of Civil War. 

Chicago, August 27.—General Fabius J. 
Meade, a veteran of the civil war and the 
friend of Grant, Logan and McClellan, 
died last night at his residence in this 
city after a long illness caused by con- 
sumption and for many months General 
Meade had been practically helpless and 
forced to remain in bed. 

General Meade was born in Raleigh, N. 
C., in 1839. In 1872 he was named by Presi- 
dent Grant as one of the commissioners 
to investigate the condition of affairs on 
the Mexican border.

Colonel W. F. Jenkins Was Chosen 
as Mayor—The Councilmen. 


Eatonton, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)—

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STRIKERS USE FORCE 
ON STRIKE BREAKERS 


FORTY MILLIONS. 
WILL BE SPENT 


On the Central and Southern 
Pacific Systems, 


WILL TUNNEL =MOUNTAINS 


The Entire Sum Will Be Used for 
Improvements,';and the Road 
Will Soon Be Put in a 
Perfact Physical Con- 
dition. 


New York, August 27.—It was semi-offi- 
cially announced today that the directors 
of the Union Pacific have outlined plans 
which will call for the expenditure of $40,- 
000,000 on the Southern and Central Pacific 
systems, to be about equally divided be- 
tween them. This will be chiefly for 
improvements, in order to put these rail- 
roals in perfect physical conditjon. 

Such a vast amount of money will not be 
expended at once, but will be scattered 
over several years’ time. At the start the 
surplus net earnings will” be used. The 
principal improvements of the Central 
Pacific are a tunnel through the Cascade 
mountains to cost $5,000,000 or $6,000,000: 
leveling of grades, taking out curves and 
laying of heavier rails, so as to permit of 
handling greater traffic and running fast- 
er trains, 

The improvements in the Southern Pa- 
cific system will include the relaying of 
nearly the entire main line with heavier 
rails, change of motive power from coal 
to oil on several divisions, purchase of oil 
lands and general repairs to roadway. 


ANOTHER PLANT FOR SCHWAB. 


Gives a Check for Over Four Millions 
and Takes Charge. 

Philadelphia, August 27.—The Bethlehem 
Steel Company, which ineludes the Beth- 
lehem [Iron Company, today passed into 
the hands of Charles M. Schwab. A 
check for $4,032,000 was deposited with the 
Girard Trust Company by Drexel & Co., 
in payment of 168,000 shares of Bethlehem 
steel stock. The total number of shares 
in the company is 300,000. Immediately 
after the receipt of the check a new board 
of directors and new officers were elect- 
ed. The new board {fs as follows: 

R. P. Linderman, BH. T. Stotesbury, E. 
M. Moalivaine, Archibald Johnston, George 
FE’. Baer, J. P. Ord and Charles McVeagnh.

President Mclivaine declined to state 
whether Mr. Schwab had purchased the 
stock for himself or for other persons, 
He said, however, that the company 
would remain independent, but would be 
more aggressive than it had in the past. 


GUN PRACTICE OF WAR SHIPS. 


They Will Try a New System at 
Hampton Roads Today. 

Washington, August 27.—When the ves- 
sels of the north Atlantic squadron ar- 
rive at Hampton Roads from Newport to- 
morrow they will engage in a new system 
of gunnery practice, prescribed in recent 
special orders from the navy department. 

The most important trial of marksman- 
ship, and the one which will hereafter 
determine the fighting worth of ships, js 
known as “fighting efficiency practice.” 

In this drill a target fashioned of spars 
laid parallel to the water, and, in all, 60 
feet in length, will be used. From this 
will rise miniature masts 10 feet high, 
rigged with canvass. The vessel _ will 
steam by this mark at a range of about 
2000 yards, and going at no less than & 
knots, will fire each one of the guns of 
her batteries in turn at the mark, bring- 
ing them all to bear during her run of 
perhaps a mile past the target. Actual 
hits only will be counted in this trial and 
the ships’ fighting efficiency will be 
rated by the percentage of hits out of 
total shots fired. 


NATHAN WILL GO TO ATLANTA 


To Manage Union and Southern Pa- 
cific Interests. 

Chicago, August 27.—Traffic Director 
Stubbs, of the Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads, announced today 
the changes in the general offices that 
will be effected under the consolidation 
of the traffic department of these two 
lines in different cities of the country. 

The Chicago offices of the two systems 
will be consolidated under W. G. Neim- 
yer,of the Southern Pacific. J. H. Lathrop 
will be general agent in St. Louis with 
general supervision over the southwest. 
H. W. Nathan will have entire charge of 
the southeastern territory, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, Ga. The territory 
east of Pittsburg will be under the juris- 
diction of Assistamt ‘Traffic Manager 
Hawley in New York. 


A MYSTERIOUS BURGLARY. 


Police Discover That Saloon Had 
Been Robbed This Morning 
Close to the Barracks. 


A very mysterious burglary was dis- 
covered this morning in Cohen's saloon, 
at the corner of Decatur and Butler 
streets. A remarkable feature of the 
burglary was that it occurred close to 
the police barracks and at an hour of 
the night when numbers of policemen 
must have been at the barracks. 

The burglary was discovered by Patrf- 
man Grant immediately after going on 
duty on the morning watch, the officer 
noticing that the lights in the saloon 
were all out. 

It is believed by the police that the 
burglary must have occurred some time 
near 12 o’clock, just before the morning 
én went on duty.

Non-Union Men Attacked and 
Roughly Handled al 
Irondale, Ohio, 


SLOW BUT SURE GAINS 
ARE MADE BY COMBINE 


Shaffer Denies That Overtures for 
Peace Have Been Made—Tin- 
plate Mills Announce They 
Are Done with Union 
Labor. 


Pittsburg, August 27.—Practically ths 
only significant event in the strike today 
was the positive stand taken by the 
American Tin Plate Company in reference 
to its course in the future. An official 
statement from this company today denies 
that there are any negotiations on foot 
looking to a settlement of the strike and 


authorizes the statement that mills put 
into operation during the strike will be 
continued non-union, and all men going 
to work now will be retained in their po- 
sitions. This statement will have its ef- 
fect because of the fact that the tin plate 
trade has always been considered as 
among the strongholds of the Amalgamat- 
ed association and the defi appears to 


have been brought about by the assoct- 
ation declaring a strike against the tin 
Plate company after the scale for the 
year had been signed. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the Amalgamated people 
claim justification on the ground that 
their constitution provides for such pro- 
cedure, the officials of the tin plate com- 
pany consider the action a breach of 
trust and say that henceforth they are de- 
termined to cut loose from union !abor en- 
tirely. 

President Shaffer _today reiterated his 
positive statement that all efforts for 
peace that were being made by the civic 
federation were without authority from 
him. 
were made by the combine they would be 
considered, but that was all. He denied 
that he knew of any move that was be- 
ing made in New York except what he 
has seen in the papers. Other officlals 
of the Amalgamated association said to- 
day that there was no change in the 
strike. Everything was quiet and the 
men were satisfied with the way things 
were going. 

Terror at Irondale. 

The one place within this district where 
the strikers have scored a victory is at 
_Trondale, Ohio, At this place the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Company was compelled 
to close down its recently opened plant 
for lack of men to operate it. 

The day was full of excitement in the 
little village and street fights came thick 
and fast for a-time until the inhabitants 
were wrought into a state of excitement 
bordering on terror. The first fight of 
the morning took place when five non- 
union men left their homes and started 
for work fn the mill. On the main street 
of the village they were met by a party 
of about thirty strikers, who by moral 
Suasion tried to get them to desist from 
their determination to go to work. When 
this failed a stronger argument was used 
and the men were given a drubbing and 
driven back to their homes. The village 
had scarcely recovered from the surprise 
which this attack occasioned when word 
was passed around that a party of new 
— were driving overland from Weils- 
ville. 

Almost all the strikers at once started 
to meet the carriage and when they 
passed the mill offices, Ira Householder, 
a non-union man, shouted at them. This 
action precipitated a fight. Manager Ban- 
field saved Householder by dragging him 
inside and shutting the door with difficul- 
ty. The tin plate company then attempt- 
ed to file information before Justice Pars- 
ley, charging the strikers with riot, but 
the justice refused to entertain ‘the 
charge, saying he would issue warrants 
for those mixed in the fights, charging 
assault, but no more serious offense. The 
attorney then began the preparation of 
papers to ask for an injunction restrain- 
ing the strikers from interfering with the 
non-unionists in any way. 


Gains by the Trust. 


The developments of the day would ap- 
pear to evidence slow but sure gains by 
the corporation. The following summary 
gives the status in this district: 

Painter's Mills—Six mills being operated 
and management says plenty of good ma- 
terial is being turned out. 

Star Mill—Men still at work upon two 
mills; no more men have entered the 
plant; third turn machinery be put on at 
midnight. 

Lindsay & McCutcheon Mill—Several 
men have been secured; two mills open 
with separate crews. 

Clark and Union Mills—Captain L. T. 
Brown says the strike is over so far as 
these mills are concerned. Strikers say 
the mills are not running full. 

McKeesport—Representatives of the tube 
workers decide to stand by Amalgamated 
officials. Demmler plant may be start- 
ed this week. 

In four more days, according to the 
Amalgamated association constitution, 
strike benefits will begin to issue. 

President Shaffer addressed the strik- 
ers of Painter’s mills at a rally held on 
the south side tonight. He undertook to 
refute the charge that the Amalgamated 
association had violated its contracts 
with constituent companies of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation. 

“The Amalgamated association has not 
broken its contract and cannot afford to 
do so. Such charges are as malicious 
as they are false.’’ declared Mr. Shaffer. 
“It is true,” he said, “that some scales 
were signed this year, but they were 
signed by the companies upon the condi- 
tion that other companies of the United 
States Steel Corporation would sign. This 
was the case with the American Tin Plate 
Company.” 

The other companies did not sign, he 
said, and consequently the Amalgamated 
men broke no contracts by striking. 

Continuing, President Schaffer said: 

“If the United States Steel Corporation 
will sign the scale for all mills signed 
for last year with the understanding that 
no man is to be discharged for connec- 
tion or sympathy with labor organiza- 
tions, and if the scale is signed for mills 
whére the men want to organize,” the 
strike will be terminated.”’

Water Pipe To Gire Fie Pro- 
lection to Heart of 
~— Mlanta,

WILL BE 9,000 FEET LONG 
AND 1S TO COST $50,000 


An Order for 31,100 Feet of Assorted 
Sizes of Pipe Was Sent to the 
Dimmick Pipe Company 
Last Night, 


Work of laying the 90-inch, water main 
through the heart of the city will begin 
this morning. Colonel Park Woodward, 
superintendent of the water works depart- 
ment, made this announcement yesterday 
afternoon, 

The big pipe will extend from North 
avenue to Butler street, and was designed 
to give ample fire protection to the busi- 
ness section of Atlanta, ‘As originally in- 
tended, this main was to run along Ma- 
rietta and Decatur streets, but an invest!- 
gation of the two streets showed that it 
would be a physical impossibility ‘to lay 
the pipe in the business section of those 
streets. 

Both Marictta and Decatur streets were 
found to be greatly congested with gas 
~ mains, electric light conduits and other 
water pipes to such an extent that it 
would be well nigh useless for the de- 
partment to make any attempt to dig a 
trench large enough to accommodate the 
big pipe. 

New Houte Determined. 

This phase of the matter was brought 
to the attention of the water board by 
Superintendent Woodward severa] days 
ago, and the’ board decided upon a new 
route for the 80-inch main. The pipe will 
be Jaid on Marietta street from North 
e@venue to the junction of Walton street. 

It will then continue up Walton to 
Peachtree, down Peachtree to Edgewood 
avenue, out Ddgewood avenue to Gilmer, 
down Gilmer to Butler and up Butler to 
Decetur, connecting with a 20-inch main 
on that street. 

A full froce of hands will be put to 
work this morning and the large main 
will be laid as fast as possible. The work 
will be done under the direction of Wil- 
liam Rapp. The new main, when laid, 
will be about 9,000 feet in length and will 
cost more than $50,000. 

A considerable amount of this pipe has 
already been delivered, and Superintend- 
ent Woodward has ordered 1,300 feet of 
the 8-inch main to complete the line. 

An order for $1,100 feet of various sizes 
of pipe v.as forwarded to the Dimmick 
Pipe Company, of Birmingham, last night. 
When this pipe has been received and laid 
, it will complete a system covering the en- 
tire business section and a large part of 
the residence portion of the city.

second floor and remained there until he 
was removed in an unconscious condition 
and sent to the Grady hospital. 

The physicians examined the boy’s in- 
juries and found that his skuH, at the 
base of the bratn, had been scvoerely and 
dangerously fractured, The wound may 
prove fatal. 

If the lad had not been knocked sense- 
less when he struck the window ledge 
of the second floor he would dcubtless 
have struggled and been precipitated to 
the ground, 4 feet below. 

Yesterday morning Colonel Byrd was 
superintending some work of cleaning up 
about the capitol and his son, Glenn, 
was with him most of the time. About 
1? o’clock he went to the third floor to 
make an inspection of what the janitors 
had done and Glenn was still by his side. 
For a few moments the boy left his 
father. It is presumed he went to a com- 
mittee room, for he was seen to reach out 
of a window and then lose his balance 
and pitch headforemost to the floor be- 
neath. Several persons heard the noise of 
the impact and a few state that they saw 
the lad when he lost his balance and 
dropped from the window. 

The unforturate little fellow was given 
what attention kind hands could furnish 
at the capitol until the hospital ambulance 
arrived. 

Colonel Byrd ts proud and fond of his 
children, whose mother has been tuken 
from them by death. His many friends 
sympathize with him in his present af- 
flictior and hope that his boy will be 
restored to him. 

At a late hour last night the hospital 
physicians reported the boy as still un- 
conscious, and announced his’ condi- 
tion as extremely critical.

NORTH COMMENTS ON WORK 


Dormitories Filling Rapidly—Many 
New Anvplications Daily—Pro- 
pitious Outlook for Fall 
Term—Football Team 
Comes Next Month. 


The new buildings at the Georgia School 
of Technology. tncluding the Swann dor- 
mitory and the electrical building, are 
practically completed and will be turned 
over to the faculty within a few weeks. 

The remodeling of the extensivc cam- 
pus, which is now being prepared for 
athletic training of the apprentice class, 
is also progressing nicely. Dr. W. A. 
Jackson, who was superintendent of the 
dormitories last year, will have charge 
of athletics during the coming year. As 
he is a trained and expert athlete him- 
self, and has equipped the gymnasium 
with some splendid apparatus for physi- 
cal culture, the institution will receive 
an impetus which it has hitherto not 
known in the matter of physica! culture. 

The contractors of the new- buildings 
assured President Hall yesterday that 
the keys would be turned over to him 
by September 15. The furniture for the 
Swann dormitory, which was made by 
the students. Is geady to be put in place; 
and the authorities wfll be ready for the 
aceammodation of 200 dormitory students 
on the school campus at the apening of 
the session. The dormitory svsteth re- 
quires that the students conform to 
wholesome regulations. They present 
the advantage of accessibility and are 
supplied with gymnasium, shower baths 
and other accessories. 

Professor William N. Randle, the re- 
tiring director of the textile school, is 
expected to be here in the fall for the 
graduation of the sentor class, and his 
successor. Professor J. W. Bailey, will 
be in Atlanta in the early part of Sep- 
tember. 

Dr, Homer V. Black returned from 8te- 
vens institute yesterday, where he has 
been doing some expert work in the 
laboratories of that institution along the 
lines of chemical research to be taught 
in the department of engineering chemis- 
try. 

Professor F. C. Furlow. who has been 
at Worcester in the Massachusetts in- 
stitute, and at other laboratories at the 
north pursuing experimental engineering, 
is expected to be here next week. 

Professor J. C. Edwards has just re- 
turned from Cornell, where he has been 
pursuing advanced laboratory physics 
since June. 

Wherever the professors hate been at 
work in the scientific laboratories during 
the summer they have reported that in- 
stitutions, and scientific men generally, 
have been interested In Georgia’s impor- 
tant step in textile education. The spe- 
cialty is somewhat of a novelty yet in 
America, and the splendid equipment 
which the Georgia school has Is pro- 
ducing a marked impression among ad- 
vanced educators and scientists. 

The summer school has been in ses- 
sion about seven weeks and professors 
in charge of the same have had large 
attendance. 

The dormitories aro filling rapidly. Con- 
siderably more than half the space has 
been taken and letters in every mail are 
being received asking for places. 

The football team is expected to be 
here by September 15, and they will be 
given quarters in the dormitory and a 
training table as soon as they arrive. 
Some of the candidates for the team are 
giready here.

MAYOR VETOES 
- BOULBYARD GRANT 


Franchise Was for Longer Period Than 
Twenty-One Years. 


PAPER MAY. PASS COUNCIL 


It Is Expected That Effort Will Be 
Made To Grant Transit Com- 
pany the Extension Not- 
withstanding Mayor’s 
Disapproval. 


Mayor Mims yesterday morning vetoed 
the ordinance granting the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company a franchise for an ex- 
tension on the Boulevard of its Forrest 
avenue line, 

The grant was for the full term of forty- 
eight years. The fact that the franchise 
was for a longer period than twenty-one 
years was largely wesponsible for the 
mayor's disapproval of the paper. 

After he reconsidered his veto of the 
Forrest avenue line some months ago, 
approving that grant for forty-eight 
years, Mayor Mims has declared that he 
would not approve any more franchises 
that were not restricted to twenty-one 
years. 

Mayor Mims has not yet prepared his 
veto message, but it will be transmitted 
to council next Monday afternoon with 
the usual communication ftom the city 
executive department, 

Yesterday was the time limit for the 
mayor to take action on the ordinance. 
The paper was passed by the aldermanic 
board some weeks ago, but was held up 
for awhile on a notice of a motion to re- 
considentmade by Alderman Pierce. 

When*the board met last Thursday Dr. 
Pierce said he would not make the motion 
and the ordinance then went to the mayor 
for his approval or veto. He had four 
days after the meeting in which to act on 
the paper. ' : 

That the franchise will pags councl] on 
Monday, notwithstanding the mayor's 
veto, appears to be a foregone conclusion. 
Members of counct] who might ordinarily 
be opposed to granting any franchises for 
a longer time than twenty-one years, 
stated, when the Boulevard franchise was 
up for final consideration, that they con- 
sidered the grant only in the nature of an 
extension of an existing line and not in 
itself a new line.

People who have been day passengers 
on the Atlanta and West Point during 
the fruit season have been confronted 
with rather an amusing scene at a small 
station called Moreland.

Many of the West Point's patrons are 
through passengers and with this class 
the sale of the fruit was especially good. 
Coming from sections of the country 
where the Georgia Eiberta can only be 
obtained after having been shipped long 
distances, they were glad of an oppor- 
tunity to buy the fruit near the trees 
upon which it grew and to eat it before 
the dew was well off of it. In fact the 
trade grew to such an extent as prac- 
sically put the news company which 
operates over the West Point out of bust- 
ness so far as the sale of fruit was con- 
cerned, 

For this reason the company complain- 
ed to the railroad of the injury which was 
being done to its business, and as the 
railroad was under contract with the 
news company, they issued an order for- 
bidding the citizens of Moreland from 
going into the trains with “their fruit.

When the 
train rolls up the passengers now see 
numerous baskets containing peaches and 
grapes suspended from Jong poles which 
are held on the bank by the venders of 
the fruit.

New Orleans, August 27.—Notwithstanding 
Liverpool advices were unfavorable our mar- 
points lower, subse- 
quently advanced 13 to 16 points in anticipa- 
tion of a very poor weekly weather report. 
The document was slightly better than ex- 
pected, causing a general desire to realize, 
which occasioned a break of 18 to 21! points 
from the top, making the net loss on the day 
9 to 15 points. Port receipts for the day were 
13,000, against 3,000 last year and aggregate 
of 24,000 thus far for the week, against |0,- 
000 last year, The leading interior towns re- 
ceived 11,000 for the day, against 3,500 last 
year, and the total for the four days has been 
21,000 this year, against 7,000 last year, Spots 
were offered freely at concessions and failed 
to bring in many byyers. The fact of the mat- 
tre is the advancé has been rapid and was 
predicted principally .upon manipulation cf 
the near positions in Liverpool assisted by 
the circulation of disastrous crop accounts, 
Unless trade revives radically in Europe it will 
require continual buying to sustain present 
values. 


W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 27.—The weekly report 
proved as unfavorable as was expected, and 
after prices had advanced a few points the 
market broke sharply, selling down to a lower 
level than the opening. A decline in Liverpool 
started the day's market lower, but fear cf 
this caused the market to advance to last 
night’s level, It was at this point that the 
Washington report came upon the market and 
unsettled it. The market is long and holders 
thought it better to take profits while the 
market was strong. This profit taking was 
supplemented by bear hammering in nearly 
every direction with New Orleans breaking 
badly, and the market gradually went into a 
demoralized sort of condition, The pressure 
was almost sensational for a week and since 
January sold at 7.38 last Monday there has 
been practically no reaction. An advance of 70 
points at this season of the year is entitled to 
a reaction, The chances of a reaction are 
about three to ope after such an advance, and 
this fceling, irrespective of the final movement, 
was expected to cause a set-back. The weath- 
er in the eastern belt is a great deal better, 
and should this condition continue there would 
be one very strong factor less in the situa- 
tion. In the event of good weather in the 
Atlantic states it will require the deteriora- 
tion in Texas to hold the market from deciines 
on the weight of new cotton. In the event of 
a break in Liverpool tomorrow and a substan- 
tial decline here prices should react somewhat, 
as a downward movement takes some days to 
get under way. And the market may see even 
higher prices before the bureau report Septem- 
ber 3. We do not regard the market as one 
upon which to play the short side, as the 
crop is not’ doing well. 


Hubbard Bros. & Ce.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 27.—Sharp fluctuations 
in Liverpool represent the liquidation of the 
August-September position and its. relation 
with tne other deliveries rather than the at- 
titude of spinners on the main question of sup-

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 27.—Prices of stocks 
were toppled over today and the recently pre- 
vailing bull movement apparently came to an 
end, The hesitating tone which developed yes- 
terday continued this morning. After the first 
recession in prices strenuous efforts to check 
the reaction were made which met with a de- 
gree of success, The character of the buying 
in St. Paul was a large influence in the tem- 
porary upturn of the market. Very large 
amounts of this stock were taken by brokers 
Supposed to act for the group of financicrs 
which has been foremost in forwarding projects 
for the community cf interest in railroad own- 
ership. Operations toward supporting the 
market elsewhere were attributed to the mcst 
conspicuous operator in the street, and the ap- 
parent confidence with which they were con- 
ducted served to intimidate the professional 
operators of a smaller class who were inclined 
to take a bearish view of the market. But 
when this latter class detected the diminuticn 
of the outside buying through commission 
houses and some evidence of profits taking by 
the longs they offered prices down boldly and, 
by uncovering stop loss orders, dislodged very 
heavy offerings under which the market broke 
badly. With the downward tendency estah- 
lished the traders gave a pessimistic twist 
to the current news, as is their wont. There 
was, however, little news to account for the 
course of the market, The inference was clear- 
ly justified that the buying and bidding up of 
Stocks for two weeks past represented an ex- 
periment by stock market operators who hoped 
to attract a sufficient outside interest by 
this means to make an active bull speculaticn. 
Yesterday's extremely moderate demand from 
Outside sources chilled the expectation of the 
bulis, and what long lines had not been sold 
to realize profits were forced to sale more 
urgently today with the still further diminu- 
tion in the outside demand. Naturally the 
Stocks which have been recently bulled the 
most were the weakest on the reaction, the 
Pacifics, Atchison, Amaigamated Copper, Nor-

Chicago, August 27.—The corn pit was the 
center of attraction on the Board of Trade to- 
day. and prices of that cereal made an ap- 
preciable advance. December closing 1%@!%ec 
higher; December wheat closed ‘“%c higher; 
oats were |%c higher, but provisions closed 
unchanged to 7%c lower. 

Lower cables combined with bearish reports 
of the enormous Russian crop caused a weak 
opening in wheat. A rush of orders tq sell 
for the first few minutes of trading carried 
prices below yesterday's closing figures, but 
the sharp advance of corn helped bring about 
a rally. The market was dull after the open- 
ing pressure to sell was over, which fact was 
partly responsible for the slight advance. De- 
cember opened unchanged to %c lower at 71% 
@71%c, and under the heavy selling prices 
dropped to 71%, but quickly rallied, the high 
point being reached at 72%c. The close was 
strong and %c higher at 72%c. Bradstreet’s 
world’s visible supply showed an inctease of 
1,030,000 bushels. Seaboard clearances of 
wheat and flour were equal to 621,000 bush- 
els. and 59 boatloads were reported taken for 
shipment. Primary receipts were 1,231,000 
bushels.

There was a 
good-sized recovery, and it looks very much 
as if the market was in shape to do consider- 
ably better. The fact that shippers are will- 
ing to take corn at present values is a good 
bull argument. 

Oats were quite weak early, but the change 
in sentiment was rapid when the pressure 
was removed from corn. Shorts covered, 
while Patten and other bull interests were 
good buyers of May, resulting in a good-sized 
recovery. Values will be influeficed some by 
corn, but on declines we favor purchases. 

Provisions—Shipments of lard 2.076.000 
pounds; meats, 3,731,000 pounds. The sell- 
ing of the nearby futures was the feature on 
which values worked off a little. Very little in 
this was taken on the market, operators pay- 
ing more attention to corn. On soft spots we 
favor purchases of all kinds of product. 


Weekly Summary of Crop Condition. 


‘Washington, August 27.—The weather bu- 
reau's weekly summery of crop conditions is 
as follows: 

The weather conditions of the week ending 
August 26, 1901, have been generally favor- 
able, except in the middle and south Atlantic 
and east gulf states and Tennessee, where, 
in nearly all sections, heavy rains have 
damaged crops and interfered with the work, 
and in some districts washed lands badly and 
caused inundations. 

Drought conditions still prevail in portions of 
Iowa, Oklahoma and Texas, in the last named 
state becoming serious in localities, and rain 
is also needed in Michigan, Nebraska, the 
north Pacific coast states and portions of 
Kaneas and Missouri. 

Continued improvement in 
of late corn is generally reported from the 
principal corn-growing states. Reports indi- 
cate that late corn in Iowa has made rapid 
progress and ears are filling beyond previous 
expectations: it shows some improvement in 
Nebraska; has improved in eastern and mid- 
@le Kansas and in western and southeastern 
Missouri: elsewhere in the last named state 
the crop is deteriorating and much complaint 
is received of ears not filling well. 

In the states of the Ohio valley the pros- 
rects for late corn are vastly improved. 

Spring wheat harvest is practically finished 
in al] sections, although retarded some by 
rain in South Dakota and Minnesota. Thresh- 
ing is general and the yields are as a rule 
satisfactory. except in North Dakota, where 
they continue below expectations. 

Tobacco is in good condition tn the Ohfo 
valley and Tennessee and the promise for this 
crop is generally favorable in these states as 
wel] as in New York. Drying tobacco was 
slightly injured in Maryland by humid weath- 
er and rains were unfavorable in Virginia. 
While adverse statements concerning apples 
come from many apple growing states, In- 
diana, Illinois, Missouri and Nebraska report 
fairly good prospects for this fruit in por- 
tions of those states, 

Plowing for fall seeding is in general prog- 
ress in all sections, with soil usually in good 
condition for planting.

The Work of Bleanci A. Ormerod 


Unique ani useful has been the work of 
Eleanor A. Ormerod, who died recently 
in London, and to whom the press has 
given little attention. According to a 
brief biography of her, she was a most 
distinguished Englishwoman, whose sci- 
entific labors have contributed to the con- 
servation of an incalculable amount of 
wealth. her long life being devoted to the 
study of entomology, more especially to 
the practical aspects of the subject. 

Eleanor A. Ormerod, who came of a tal- 
ented family, was early attracted to the 
study of insets, which she pursued with 
great thoroughness on the large estate and 
farm on Which she was born, the man- 
agement of which two properties she un- 
dertook on the death of her father. 

She won the interest of farmers and 
farm laborers and they aided her in pro- 
curing injurious insects with examples 
of the ruin wrought py them. The re- 
sult of these studies and observations 
were embodied in numerous writings 
which had extensive circulation. In 1868 
several British scientific societies began 
a collection illustrative of insects usefti) 
or injurious to cultivators, and to this 
Miss Ormerod contributed largely for ten 
years. For her enlightened and energetic 
labors she received the Flora medal, and 
also gold medals from the University of 
Moscow for her excellent models of in- 
sects injurious to plants. 

Later this investigator began and car- 
ried out the idea of recording the results 
of susteined ravages of the insect pests 
of farm, orchard and garden. At first 
she published a pamphlet; ‘‘Notes from 
Observation of Injurious Insects,’ and 
cut of this Miss Ormerod developed an an- 
nual publication devoted to the subject of 
insects, and for twenty-four successive 
years the valuable Monograph appeared, 
the last issue bearing date of March, 1901. 
In 1881 Miss Ormerod was led by the im- 
mense damage done to crops, by the tur- 
nip fly, to publish a special report in re- 
gard to the pests and the best means of 
combating it. 

She had correspondents all over the 
world and trom every land she Was in 
constant receipt of specimens and inqui-

San Francisco, August 27.—The fees and 
commissions, amounting to $402,157, which 
Judge Trout has awarded. to attorneys 
and executors of the James G. Fair es- 
tate is in addition to the $30,000 given 
each of the executors by the New York 
probate court for the administration of 
the portion of the estate located in that 
city.

Dangers That Lurk in the Laundry. 


(From The Lancet.) 

It is curious that there should be so 
many difficulties in respect to factory leg- 
islation affecting laundries. Considering 
that laundresses wash precisely. those ar- 
ticles which are worn nearest to the skin 
it would be but natural to anticipate that 
such an occupation should be subjected to 
specially strict survelllance. We have 
demonstrated that, in the absence of 
such control Hnen after it. has been 
washed, may be contaminated by un- 
healthy surroundings and brought into 
contact with the germs of disease. As 
a result of our revelations on this subject 
many laundry companies were floated 
which professed to have established. san- 
itary steam laundries. .This helped for- 
ward the evolution that has largely as- 
similated laundry work to factory work. 
Yet there has always been a great reluc- 
tance to apply the same law to laundries 
as ate applied to factories and work 
shops. 

Of course the enforcement of the fac- 
tory acts is not a direct guarantee against 
the contamination of the linen, but the 
more thoroughly a trade is inspected and 
regulated the easier it is for the sanitary 
inspector to complete the work of the 
factory inspector. Then, again, there 's 
laundry work considered as a domestic 
industry with which no interference is 
proposed, but it is precisely in the small 
cottage or tenement building that linen 
may be hung out to dry in ‘proximity 
with cases of infectious disease. It is 


} also in the privacy of a small dwelling 


that women and children can best be 
made to elude the law by working more 
than the number of hours allowed. It 
seems as if it will be a long time yet be- 
fore we are able to put on clean linen 
with ahy sense of security. 

Doméstic laundries are not inspected at 
all and even if such inspection were es- 
tablished by law it would be extremely 
difficult to carry out In practice. So-called 
model steam and sanitary laundries .seemm 
to offer greater security. But of course 
a far larger quantity of linen. is taken 
to these large establishments and thereé- 
fore there is a greater chance that some 
of the linen may be specifically contam- 
inated. It will be said that boiling kills 
}the germs, but flannels and sanitary wool- 
eh underwear should not be put in boil- 
ing water. The@ the great danger Is 
the manipulating and sorting-of dirty 
linen in the presence of clean linen, the 
distribution of germs from the one to the 
other. Laundries ought to be organized 
on the same principle as are disinfecting 
stations. On one side should: be one set 
of carts, baskets and employees for the 
unwashed linen: on another and well- 
separated side should be other émployees, 
baskets and carts for the linen that has 
been washed. We seem to be a long way 
from this ideal. 


To Prosecu.e Lumbermen. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 27.~(Speciai.)— 
Attorney General Gilmer has arrived here 
and in a few days will go to the eastern 
part cf the state to arrange for the in- 
dictment and prosecution of lumbérmen 
who have been doing wholesale stealing 
of state lumber, taking it from what are 
known as the swamp lands, which are 
held by the state board of edlucation; This 
wholesale jooting has béen in progress 
some time, to the state's heavy loss.

YOUNG HUTCHINS 
BEHIND THE BARS

Adopted Son of Searchlight Editor Is 
Charged with Burglary. < 


DISTRESSED OVER. ARREST 


Police Say Ycung Hutchins Was 
Found with Shoes That Were 
Taken from a Store Which 
Had Been  Bur- 
glarized. 


Levi Hutchins, the adopted son of J. 
W. Hutchins, editor of. The Searchlight, 
was arrested yesterday and locked up on 
the charge of burglary. The police say 
the boy was trying to sell a pair of shoes 
that had been taken from a burglarized 
store; the boy says he found the sHoes 
where some one had hidden them and he 
named the place and more of the stolen 
shoes were located. 

J. W. Hutchins, it will be remembered, 
was arrétsted about two weeks ago for 
publishing obscene articles in his weekly 
paper, The, Searchlight. He was first 
bound over by the recorder in a $10,000 
bond. This bond was reduced on a writ 
of habeas corpus as being excessive. The 
chief of police swore out nine accusa- 
tions against the prisoner that virtually 
again placed the total of the bonds re- 
quired at $10,000. Hutchins has remained 
in jail ever since. His trial will occur 
next Monday in the criminal court. 

Night before last a burglar entered the 
store of Boritzky, a shoe dealer at No. 
85 Decatur street. The rear door of the 
store had been pried open with a crow- 
bar and seven or eight pairs of shoes 
carried away. 

Early yesterday morning Phrtrolman 
Myers learned that Levi Hutchins was 
attempting to sell a pair of shoes that 
were supposed to have been stolen. He 
arrested the boy and Boritzky identified 
the shoes as a pair of those that had 
been stolen by the burgla:. 

Young Hutchins told Officer Myers and 
Detective Joe Green that he found the 
shoes under a railroad platform near the 
wholesale grocery store of J. J. & J. E. 
Maddox... The place was searched and 
more shoes were found -secreted in a 
barrel. 

The officers believe if the boy stole the 
shoes he had a confederate who was 
grown. 

J. W. Hutchins, behind the bars in the 
Tower, is taking. a most feeling interest 
in the case of his adopted son. Late 
last night he sent his wife to the city 
prison to ascertain about the case and 
to urge a speedy trial. Mrs. Hutchins 
said she knew the boy was innocent. 

“Mr. Hutchins,’”’ she stated, “is raising 
the child and he loves him very dearly.’’

TWO LITTLE LADS 
HAVE DISAPPEARED 


Sons of W. S, Moore Cannot 
Be Found, 


WERE LAST SEEN YESTERDAY 


Youngsters May Have Gone To See 
the World—Father Asks fcr 
Is To Be Instituted 
at Once. 


Two little lads, one 10, the other 8, have 
suddenly and strangely disappeared from 
their home in Atlanta and it is believed, 
young as they are, that they have gone 
together to see the world with not a cent 
of money and no clothing save that they 
wear. 

Their father, W. S. Moore, of No. 89% 
Decatur street, however, is highly 
wrought up over the affair, and 


deliberately run away. The police have 
been asked to find the boys, and.a search 
for them is being made. 

Jim Moore, aged 10, and Sam Moore, 
aged 8, were last seen yesterday, the for- 
mer at the office of the Southern bicycle 
messenger service, where the former had 
been working, and the latter at his home 
where his grandmother saw him bring 
back the pails in which he had carried 
dinner to some boarders. Jime had been 
a walking messenger boy and he was dis- 
charged yesterday at 12 o’clock. He did 
not return home. Sam was sent out to 
carry dinner to three or four working 
men who boarded at his home, and he re- 
turned about 2 o’clock and suddenly dis- 
appeared and has not been seen since. 

It is believed Jim was ashamed to go 
back home and tell his family that he 
had been discharged. It is thought he 
probably met his brother Sam and per- 
suaded him to run away. That is what 
the police believe. 

All yesterday afternoon and until a 
late hour last night the father looked for 
his boys, With him was another young 
son. At the police barracks Mr. Moore 
gave a description of his missing sons as 
fallaws: 

Jim, aged 10, brown eyes and light 
brown hair; wears black coat and trous- 
ers, and either a straw hat or a cap. 
Sam, aged 8; blue eyes and dark hair; 
wears dark clothes and a straw hat, 
which is white and mottled with a dark 
color. 

The boys, it is said, may have gone to 
Marietta. They came from there about 
five months ago with their grandmother. 
Their mother is dead. The father is great- 
ly distressed and any information as.to 
their whereabouts he will most greatfully 
receive. . ’

m., With threatening cloudiness all day 
long. Rainfall was .14inches. The low- 
est temperature of the day was at 7 a. m. 

Reports from theriver at 5:15 a. m. an- 
nounced a rise of 11% feet, with the water 
going down. Last week’s record reached 
23 feet. No possible danger is antici- 
pated to the water works.
